Naw as in the Preface before mentioned, there is no Author to 
be found, fo neither is their any Proot in the whole Libel produ- 
ced, to Invalidate the Teſtimonies lo clearly alledged by Dr. Hol- 
lmgworth , after a moſt exact Enquiry concerning the Author of 
the "Err Bana), which wil be demonſtrated hereater, ic is my 
baſincl now only to confirm my own, in order to which, I ſhall 
not urge to prove Biſhop Gauden's mgy yo ro mc, (though I may 
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truly) as Dr. Walker doth the Parliament's Favour to Biſhop Gaw- 
den, by preſenting him with a Piece of Plate ; ic being well known 
that he collated on me one of the firſt Prebends of his Church, in 
his firſt Year; and I ſhond be very injurious co his Memory, to 
atteſt any Untruch concerning him ; the Occaſion on which | 
ground my Evidence (I well remember) was this: On the zoth 
of Fenuary, in the Biſhop's firſt Year, the Biſhcp preached in che 
Cathedral in the Forenoon, on Fonab 1. 14. We beſeech thee, O Lord, 
we beſeech thee, let ws mot periſh for thu man's life ; and lay not on ws 
mnocent bload, for thow Lord ba#t done as it pleaſed thee. 

By the Biſhop's order I preached in the Afternoon, my Texe 
was that Evangelical Promiſe, J/a. 49. 23. Kings ſhall be thy nurſing. 
fathers, and thetr Queens thy nurſing-mothers. Whereon as occaſion 
offered, I aggravated that deteſtable Parricide perpetrated on the 
Perſon of the Royal Martyr ; and among other Arguments I urg- 
ed the Piety and of that moſt excellent Prince, reading 
ouc of his Book ſeveral Paragraphs to chat purpoſe : and one 0- 
ther from a Speech to the Commiſſioners at Newport, againſt ſome 
that thought him Revengeful, That be was ſo far from ſeeking Re- 
wenge, that if a Straw lay im their way to burt them, be wou'd ſtorp and 
take it up to prevent is, (Adding,) God forgive them, for 1 do. The 
Dities of the Faſt being over, I was invited to ſup with the Bi- 
ſhop, and ſtanding with him by the Fire-ſide, he gave me Thanks 
for my Sermon, and then declared to me what I have atteſt- 
ed. 

And now that I may not appear to be a lingle Witneſs in this 
Evidence, I lubjoyn theſe following Artteſtations, firſt that quored 
by Dr. Hellmg. p. 10. That Mrs Gauden told a Lady of good Quality, 
That ſhe bad a great concern for the eternal State of ber Hurband, becauſe 
he pretended be was the Author of that Book, when to ber knowledge he 
vever wrote it, This Dr. Hollmgworth had from a Miniſter in Lon- 
don. To this I {hall ſubjoyn the agreeing Teſtimony of Mr. Gif- 
ford, who lived with Dr. Gauden, and as Dr. Walker intimates, did 
[ranſcribe the Book ; which Teſtimony I had from che mouth of 
the Reverend Dr. Edw. Lake, Archdeacon of Exeter, being then on 
his Viſitation, about Eafter laſt, who declared, in the preſencz of 
another judicious Friend, That be well knew My. Gifford, and that 
diſcourfing with him cecoſionally concerning the King's Book, Mr. Gif. 
ford though; it next to the Holy Seripture, to be one of the mo#t Dive 
Books that bad been written : And that Mr. Gifford preaching on the 
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2otb'f January, and wging to Charity, be quoted this Paſſage out bf 
that Book, as beg rhe Kong Rook, * It iv all chit is tow Tefe me, i 
© Power to Forgive thoſe that deprived nie of all; 'atid T thank God 
*] have a Heart to do it. This Teftimony being'given by Mr. 
Gifford (to an intimate Friehd) who was much better acquainted 
with the TranſaRtions Concerning the Author and Publiſhers of 
that Po*k, and for ought I ever heard of, a clearer Reputation than 
Dr. 1/alker, who owned that he never read che Book in Manu- 
ſcript, but intimates, chat Mr. Gsford tranſcribed it, who had he 
been conſcious that the Copy which 'he tranſcribed had been of 
Dr. Gauden's coinpiling ; yea, I may fay, had he not known ( as 
he had che beſt opportunity 'ro inform himſelf,) that it was the 
Kings, he would never have quoted it as his, on fo ſolemn an Oc- 
caſion : So that I need nor defire any other Evidence to confirm my 
Teſtimony, bur leave'ic to the indifferent Reader to jadge, whe- 
ther the ſingle Report of Ds. Walker, or the joynt and agreein 
Teſtimony of Mr. G:#5r4, and Mr. Love, and Mrs. Gauden, ate mo 
credible. Ant if ar,y Rerder'he yet Gonbrful, T increat *em for" hits 
full Conviction, to ſulpenu his Cenfure till he hath conſidered what 
followerh. 

As for the impertinent-and falſe RefleAidns made on the Author 
of the Vox Clezri, which he calls a Virulent Book, Tet it ſpeak for 
iefelf ; and he that hath ai ear to hear, muſt needs apprehend, 
that he wrote only in behalf of the Church, as by Law eftabliſh- 
ed, to which ke had given his hearty Aﬀent and Conſent ; to 
which tne Churches Enemies being of another mind, actount all 
that ſhall be w:irten on ics Gehalt to be Yenemors Invettivet, and to 
deſerve alike R.-mark, as he makes on the Royal Marryr. That 
he who 1tcd {o tragically over os ffiould leave the World with 
ſuch a ridiculou: Exic 5 fr which wretched Invention the Libel- 
ler is beholGing «© that long ſince exploded, 'and by a \miratulous 
Providence confute. Notro.of Bradſbew and his Fellow-Regicides, 
viz. Exit Tiranws Repurm Ultimas. 

I ſhall not follow Dr. Ya!ker in his Excurſions, but keep clofe to 
his Arguments for the Proof of his Aſertion, which he delivers in 
theſe words: P. 3. I know, and believe the Book whoſe Author & enqui- 
red after, was written by Dr.Gauden (except rave Chapters writ by Bp. 
Duppa,) /o far as the ſubjoytied njeans may produce ſuch inane and 
the Reaſons may induce ſuch Belief. In p. 2. He ſolemnly appeals to the 
Searcher of Hearts, Avenger of Falſhood, and Revealer of Secrets, that be 
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wrote nothing of the Truth of which be was not throug bly perſwaded by as 
full Evidence as be judged ſuch a Matter of Fatt needed, and at ſuch di 
ſtance of Time was capeble of. Yet after this ſolemn Appeal, and De- 
claration of his Knowledge and Belief, in the ſame Page he begs 
leave ro retain his Opinion, Till Means of Knowledge, Rraſons of Be- 
lief, Arguments fer thinking o:berwiſe be produced ; and then promilech 
ro yield. So that notwithſtanding his Knowledge and Belief, and 
his b:ing throvgh.ly perſwaded by tull Evidence, he is hill in a Su- 
ſpence, and doubts that ſuch Arguments may be produced as may 
alter his Opinion And in p. 3. he talks of ſuch probable Argu- 
ments as may confirm himlelt, and fatisfie others z among which 
Arguments, that which he menrtionetch p. 8. he judgech to carry 
the faireſt and higheſt Probability co confirm what he had betore 
declared, wiz. The reaſonable Belief that he, (i. e.) Dr. Gauden was 
the Compoſer of ir. The Argument is p. 8. n.F. in chele words : I 
am as ſure as I cen be of any thing, that Dr. Gauden made the Extratt 
out of this Book called, (I rbimk) Apophthegmata Carolina z be rhrng 
» mo#t notorious that there was ſuch a Book came out in a very ſhort time 
after, printed by Mr. Dugard. Now why ſhou!d Dr. Gauden concers 
bimſelt ſo much more than any other of the King's Friends, and diſpatch u 

with ſuch Expedition, had be bad no more concern in it than ot ber Men ? 
Anſ. Let the Reader judge how probable the reit of his Argu- 
ments are, when in his own Judgmene this is che taireſt and tigh- 
elt Probability to confirm what he hath declared ; tor what force 
is there in the Argument, becauſe Dr. Geuden colleted the Apopb- 
thegmata Carolina, therefore he made the "Ex&y Bemuws , as it the 
Abbreviating of any Book were an Argument that the Abbreviator 
were the Author of ict. Indeed the very Argument is a (candalous 
Reflection on his Friend's Memory, as it it had not been enough 
to ſham the World with a Book in the King's Name, buc he :muſt 
Extrat his own Apoth:gms, or Wile Sayings out of it, and 
charge his Prince with what he never faid, nor chought of: It had 
been a pretty way of erumperting his own Praiſe, and fſctting his 
own Military, Political, and Theological Abilicies on a Level with 
choſe of the wiſeſt Prince in Chrifendom. I think Anciquity gives 
us no Inſtance of any Man publiſhing his own Apothegms; how- 
ever Dr. W.'s unfortunate in this, fince the Collector and Publiſher 
of the Apephtheymata C arolima was not Dr. Gauden, buc Dr, Hooker, 
a Perſon fil living in White- Lion-Court, againſt YVigmu-ftrees, in 
Wapping. It would have concluded more rationally, it Dr. _ 
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had defended ir againſt Alton and ſome others that wrote againſt 
it, as Dr. Earle Cid ; yet none will infer, that Dr. Earle was the 
Author, though he cook che Pains alſo to Tranſlite it into Latine : 
And it's a more Logical lafzrence to ſay, Dr. Gauden publiſhed an 
Extra&t of weighty Senterices out of chat Book, therefore he was 
not the Author of it. Dr. Earle's Teſtimony given by Mr. Beck, 
p. 28. of Dr. Hullmg. is very convincing , That be being ſent by bs 
Lord Vicount Herctord ro Dr. Earle, thew at th: Hague, to ak what 
be knew of the King's being Author of that Book, the Doctor told bim, 
© As (ure as he knew himſelf to bz the Tranſlator of that Pook in- 
* to Latine, ſo certain he was King Charles was he Author of the O- 
© riginal in Engliſh. And be adds, *For my part | am ape to believe 
© no Perſon was able to frame chat Book, bur a Suſf-ring King, and 
* no Suffering King, but King Charles the Martyr. 

Dr. Walker in p. 4. declares what he knew of this Book, and by 
what means: Dy. Gauden (ſaith he) ſemetime befere the whole was 
fiſhed, was pleaſed to acquaint me with hs Deſign, and ſhewed me the 
Heads of dvvers Chapters, and ſome of the Diſcourſes written of them; 
and after ſome time ſpent in the Peruſal, be voucbſaft to ack my Opinion 
concerning it ; and after ſome Conſideration, I told bim , I ſuppoſed it 
would be much for the King's Reputation, Honour, and $ afety, &c. 

Anſ. 1 have another Teſtimony of Dr. #alker's (which the Rea- 
der ſhall have at large,) which is dated March 23d, 1690, where 
he declares, "That he is uncertain whether he ever read this Book 
in Manuſcript, or only ſaw it wich its Title of the Chapters. Now 
as the growth of a Teſtimony by material Additiogs and Altera- 
tions is accounted a Prejudice againſt it, ſo much more when ſome- 
thing is affirmed in the later which was denied in the former Te- 
ftimony ; for in p. 4. he ſays, He perfeatly remembreth, that in 
the ſecond Chapter of the Earl of Strofford, where it is ſaid, He 
enly bath been lea#t wext by them who coun/elled me not to conſent againſt 
the Vote of my on Con/cience 5 Dr. Gauden told him, that Dr. Fux- 
a was meant by that Pailage. Which was common Diſcourſe, 
ſhortly after the Eari's Death, though Dr. I/alker inakes ic a Se- 
cret: There were | pps lome Refl:Rions ſhortly after the Book. 
was publiſhed, and in the Frontiſpicce Bp. Juxion deſcribed be- 
hind a Curtain diating the Book. 

Dr. Walker's Teitimony conceining the 'E1u4y Banaxh, March 23, 
1690, was as followeth : 

© Bp. Gauden wrote that whole Book, two Chapters only excep- 
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*e6d, che ohe abonr Liturgfes, the other of Refuſing the King the 
* Artendmce of his Chaplains; which two Chapters were wricten 
© by Bp. Dwpps : Dr. Walker well remembring thac Bp. G44» told 
"Dim, That Bp. Duppa. npon the Peruſal of this Book, cold Bp. 
* Gauden, thapthe two forementioned Heads were fit e9 be writ up- 
* on, ahd therefore defired him to draw up two Chapters on the 
© {ſame ; but after farther Conſideration, he told him , That he 
* would write thoſe two Chaprers himſelf. Dr. /#/=!k-r farther oh- 
* ſerved, That conſidering Dr. Gauden's Circumſtances, it was very 
* obvious why Dr. Gazden ſhould not think of writing on thoſe 
* Heads, becanſe the Door diſuſed the Liturgy, and had never 
© been one of the King's Chaplains ; and {6 not fo ſenſible of wri- 
© ting on thoſe two Chapters. 

© The bigger part of the Copy of this Book was delivered by Bp. 
* Gauden to Mr. Simmens, as Dr. Walker conjeQures. 

© One Peacock, Bp. Gauden's Steward's Brother, received part of 
* thoſe Papers from Dr. Walker, particularly the Picture ſealed up: 
* theſe were put up in a Trunk berween the Lady Warwick Points. 
© Peacock delivered theſe Papers to another Perſon unknown to Dr. 
© Walker. 

* One Lieutenant Arraker (cized Mr. Simmons's Papers in Carter- 
© lane, on a Sunday, among which the Proof-ſheers of this Book 
* were, which were reſtored to Mr. Simmonds on Munday, by or- 
© der of Col. Rich, upon the Interceftion of Dr. 77. Some of the 
© Proof-ſheets, having the Greek Title on the outward Leaf, were 
© {catrered in Carter-lane, and gathered up by Simmonds's Son, or 
© ſome of the Family, as foon as the Troopers were gone. 

* Bp. Gauden told Dr. Walker, that he delivered a Copy of this 
© Book to the Marqueſs of Hartford, when he went to the Treaty 
*atthe [ 6 Wight, and deſired him to deliver it to the King, if 
© he could find an Opportunity, and know his Majeſty's Pleaſure, 
* whether he would give leave that it mighe be publiſhed ; but 
* whether che King did ever receive the Papers, the Biſhop could 
© not tell, he received no account of the ſame, as he told Dr. Wal 
* ker a little before his Death. 

* Dr. Walker enquired of the Biſhop, how he could fatisfie him- 
* ſelf in impoſing this Book on the World ? The Biſhop replyed, 
* Conſider rhe Title, being the King': Portraiture, and no Man uſeth to 
© draw bu own Pithure. F 

* Dt. Walker and Mr. Gifford were both privy to theſe —_

courſed Major ——_ at Tuwbridge, about the 
©King's Papers, who told him, That. he had been under Exami- 
© nation about that Afﬀeair before ſeveral Commirtees of Parliament, 
* and all that ever he (aid was, That he had ſeen (ſeveral Manw- 
* ſcripts of the King's whilſt he attended him, which he conjeQur- 
© ed might be thoſe ; bur never affirmed them to be fo, becauſe he 
* never read one word of them. Of this Teſtimony we ſhall have 
occaſion to make uſe hereatter. | 

P. 4. Dr. Walker lays, Dry. Gauden ſhewed me the Heads, and ſome 
of the Diſcourſes, and after ſome time ſpent in Peruſal, I expreſly 8dded, 
I fnck at the Lawfulneſs of it ; and modeſtly askt him, How be ſatwfied 
himſelf ſo to impoſe upon the World ? In p. 35. Dr. Walker makes his 
Apology for diſcovering this Secret, ater he had ſupprelt the know- 
ledge of it for forty Years; and complains how hard meaſure ic 
would be not toſuffer a Man to reveal that, by concealing of which 
he fears God is diſpleaſed, and he neceſſitated to labour under a 
continued Uneaſineſs and Diſſatisfation of his own Mind: And 
he confefſeth, he had many cogent Reaſons to perſuade him that 
God was not well pleaſed with Dr. Gazden, others, and himſelf, 
for what we contributed to it. This is well conſidered, bur it is 
very inconſiderately added,what he lays in a few Lines after, - That 
be baffered ths Diſcovery to be wrung and wreſted from bim, by ſome 
Body's impertinent Aﬀettation to meddle with what be underſtood not ; 
for if he had been really troubled in Conſcience for concealing that 
Secret, which he there gives for the revealing of ic, s. e. Becauſe as 
we muſt not ſpeak wickedly for God, nor talk deceitfully for bim, neuter 
may we do ſo for any Man. And as St. Auguſtine lays, An officique Lye 
ong bt mot to bt tokd to ſave the whole World. And that there was 
more than Appearance of Pious Frand in this Aﬀair, which by 
his Silence he contriburcd to the maintaining of ; a Perſon eruly 
conſciencious would have timely, freely, and ingenuouſly have 
made the Diſcovery, and not ſuffered the Wonnd: to rankle and 


diſquict him for forty Years together, and not ſeek caſe by diſco- 

vering of it till he was forc't to it in his own Defence.” . 
Dr. Walker adds, p. 4. That be dining ſometime after with Dr. Gau- 
den is London, be went with bim after Dinner to Bp. Duppa 3 and 
Dr 
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Dr. Gauden baving had ſome diſcourſe with the Biſhop , Dr. Gauden 
told Dr. Walker, That the ſubſt ance of therr diſcourſe was to thus offett : 
That the Biſhop tols Dy. Gauden, there were two Subjetts more which 
br propounded to the Dottor to write on, (viz ) The Ordinance againſt 
the Common Prayer, and the denying the Attcnaarce of bis Majeſty 5 
Chaplams ; but on ſecond Thoughts the Biſhop deſired the Dettor to leave 
the writing on thoſe two Head: ro him; which according!y be did, as Dr. 
Gauden ewn'd ro Dy. Walker, and otbers who were privy to the whole. 
An|. 1 am fully periuaded by the liccle Knowledge that I had of 

Bp. Dupps, that all the Air that Bp. Gauden had, could never have 
drawn Bp. D»ppe to contene with, and affilt him in what Dr. Wat- 
key accounts a Picus Fraud, more than appearance of Evil; the 
very concealing oft which was a Trouble to Dr. //alker s Conftci- 
ence forty Years together ; or it he hed done fuci: 4 thing, he 
would have hazarded his Majelty's Favour, whoſe Judgment was, 
as he declares, in the laſt ot his Meditations, on the Reformation 
of the Times, That as good Ends cannot juſtifie evil Means, ſo nor will 
evil Reg inning s ever brmg forth good Concluſions, And it Dr. Gauden 
bad written that Period, he had been Selt condemned, as well as by 
the Apoſtle thole are who ſay , Let ws do evil that good may come of 
it. 

Now if others (how many Dr. Walker laith not, and perhaps he 
might not know all that) were privy to the whole, it is probable 
ſome of them before their Deaths might have revealed this Secret, 
or if any of them were living would have been produced to con- 
firm the Do@or's Teſtimony, bur we muſt take ail on his word ; 
Though if Bp. Dupps bad written on thoſe two Heads, there might 
be ſome difterence obſerved in the Stile; which appears co Dr.Js/al. 
ker himſelf ro be exactly of the fame Thicad ; anu bugely differ- 
ing both trom the Biſhop's and the Doctor's manner ot wricing, as 
will appear hereafter. But the realon which he gives why ic was 
unlikely thar Dr. Gauden neither thought nor wrote on thele Sub- 
jets, ſeems very intirm, p. 7. he lays, Dr. Gauden was {eſs concerns 
ed to think on them. What? leis than to think of wining on the 
Covenant ; which Dr. Walker lays he had caken, 9. 7. and agaiait 
which not long after he wrote a large Treatile. Or was he les 
concern'd to wrice of the Common Prayjer Book, which was made 
the Apple of Contention ? eſpecially when that Dr. Walker obſerves 
a lictle betore, p. 7. 'T hat when Dr. Gauden Cilcovei'd his Error tie 
endeavoured to redeem it by an «uiſeie + 2axi;, by bending to 

the 
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the contrary Extream. Or was he leſs concern'd to write of the 
neceſſary Uſefulneſs of his Majeſty's Chaplainsm his great Diſtreſs, 
when the Door himſelf had the Attendance of two ſuch as Dr. 
Walker and Mr. Gifford ? Doubtleſs the DoRor could not but ap- 
prehend ic to be a moſt Unchriſtian Rigor, to have the Atten- 
dagce of his Spiritual Monitors and Comforters denied to him 
when he was in Extremity, and appointed as a Sheep for the 
Slaughter : Dr. Gauden knew better, and was more concerned i 
write on this Subje&, than to give Rules to the Prince how to Go- 
vern the Kingdoms. 

P. 5. Dr. Walker asking Dr. Gauden, Whether the King had ever 
ſeen the Book? Anſwered, I know it certainly n» more than you, but 
I ſent a Copy of it by the Marqueſs of Hartford, when he went to the !{1z 
ot Wight, mireating bim on a private Opportunity to delryer it to by 
Majeſty, and bumbly deſire to know bus Majeſty's Pleaſure concerning it ; 
but the Violence which threaitned the King baſtning (> faſt, be ventured to 

int it, and never knew what was the 1/ſue of ſending ic. 

Anſ. It looks very odly, that Dr. Gauden having committed (o 
great a Buſineſs ro the Marqueſs's Management, ſhould never (ha- 
ving many Opportunities after his return from the Ie of Wight,) 
enquire, Whether the King had ſeen the Book, and how he ap- 
proved of the Deſign ? And no leſs ſtrange, that Dr. Gauden ſhonld 
preſume to print ſuch a Volume in the King's Name, and make 
ſuch Appeals and Proteſtations as if he kad been made his Maje- 
ſty's Proxy, and were authorized, Furare in Animam ſuam. And 
what great Hopes could the Door conceive, that the publiſhing 
of.the Book could ftop the current of Violence which threatned 
the King, when it had born down all the Mediation uſed by for- 
reign Ambaſſadors, all the Oppoſition made by the then Parlia- 
ment voting his Majeſty's Conceflions a ſufficient Ground for a 
Treaty of Peace, the many Inſurrections and Revoles of the Peo- 
ple by Land, and of the Navy by Sea, and the Scors Remonſtran- 
ces, and Aiming on his Majeſty's behalt ? What hopes, I ſay, could 
Dr. Gauden conceive that his Book ſhould bs a Charm ſufficient to 
calm that imp=tuous Torrent, which grew the more rapid for all 
thoſe Oppoſicions ? This, and the Doctor's Negle& to enquire of 
the Marqueſs, whether the King did approve of the Pious Fraud, 
may induce the conſivering Reader to believe, that the Doctor 
did not convey any fuch Book of his to his Majeſty by the Mar- 
queſs, for which we have no Evidence beſides Dr. Walker's bare 
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Word : and in the firſt Teſtimony Dr. Walker ſays, That Dr. Gau- 
den had no account of it a little before his Death. Tho” the Mar- 
queſs and the DoRor lived ſomewhile after the Reſtauration. And 
Dr.#alker ſays, That Dr.Gazden being askt, Whether K. Charles the 
Second knew that he wrote the Book? an{wer'!, Thar he could nor 
certainly ſay he did, becauſe he never tock notice of ic to him ; 
but he cook ic for granted, becauſe the Duke of Trk knew it, and 
ſpake of ir to him, and owned it as a ſealonable and acceptable 
Service ; and he knowing ir, I queſtion not but che King doth al- 
{o. 

Anſ. For all this we have only Dr. Walkers bare Word, and that 
imports not that the King knew ir, but upon a Preſumption that 
ths Duke did. Now to this Dr. Hollmgworth replics, p. 4. Ir is 
{trange that it the King, Charles the Szcond knew of it, and the 
Marqueſs of Hertford, and B ny , who could have informed the 
King of the great Merit of Dr. Gauden in writing and publiſhing 
that Book, that Dr. Gauden ſhould have no Preferment but the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Exeter tor the preſent 5 and that when (as Dr. Walker 
fays,) he had a Promiſe of Hinchefter, he failed of it. And as Dr. 
Ganuden ſays, The King ſeemed averſe from giving it to him ; which 
was to fail of his Word. And as Dr. Gauden confeſſeth, he was 
not certain that the King knew of it, a little before his Tranſlation 
from Exeter to Worceſter : 1 (ay it is ftrange, that the King ſhould 
deny him any Kindneſs, eſpecially that which he had promiſed, 
when he gave Dr. Reywolds the Bilhoprick of Norwich, and offered 
others to Perſons that had deſerved Rewards of another kind. 

Dr. Walker lays, That Mrs. Gauden, bu Wife, Mr. Gifford, who he 
thmks tranſcribed a Copy of it, and bimſelf, believ«d it, as much a, they 
could any Matter of Fatt. 

Anl. Ns to Mrs. Gauden | have had a Report, (as from Dr. al- 
ker,) That ſhe being interrogated on the Sacrament , I/hether her 
Hucband was the Author of this Book? She declared upon her taking 
the Sacrament, That be told ber that he was. This is confronted by 
Dr. Holls b p. 10. who was affured by a Reverend and Learn- 
ed Miniſter in London, that a Lady of good Gy told him, That 
fhe being in company with Mrs. Gauden, ſhe told ber, That ſhe bad a 
great concern for the eternal State of ber Husband, becau/e he pretended t- 
be the Amnthor f that Bork, when to ber knowledge be never writ it. 
Both theſe Teſtimonies cannot be true, if Mrs. Gauden ſpake them ; 
and this makes me think one of them was Dr. Walker's ; for this is 
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ſo material a Proot, that if Dr. Walker knew the truth of it, I won- 

der why he omitted ic in his printed Book ; it is a ſhrewd Preſum- 

ption againſt a Witneſs, when he fo varieth in his Teftimony, as to 
add a material Evidence at one cime, and to omit another at ano- 
thes time; when a Perſon is unconſtant and inconſiſtent with him- 
himſelf in a Matter of great importance, it is ant Argument of Un- 
faithfulnels. Again, by this Solemnity of Mrs. Gavuder's difcorer- 
ing her Husband to he the Author of that Book, upon her taking 
the Sacrament, the Intent ſeems to be, that this Secret might be 
taid open, and made notorious ; and to that end that th: Commu- 
nicants were made — wich it, and it it were at a publick * 
Sacramem, there was likely a full Congregation, if it were a pri- 
vare Sacramenr, defired by Mrs. Ga#den for the Eaſe of her Con 
{cience, (as Dr. Walk-r found the concealing it to be a Troabte to 
-is,) yet we ſuppofe there muſt be at leaſt three Communicants b 
whoſe Teſtimony Mrs. Gaudern's Declaration might be conficmed, 
and the Notoriety of the thing be perpetuated : How comes it to 
pals after all this, the thing ſhould remain a Secret ſtill, and not 
known (for ought we yet hear of,) to any one but Dr. 1alker. 

As to Mr. Gifford, whom Dr. Walker (uppoſeth to have been the 
Tranſcriber of the Copy, and to have believed ic as much as him- 
{elf, 1 have oppoſed the Teſtimony of Dr. Edw. Lake, Archdeacon 
of Exeter, wno was well acquainted with Mr. Gifford, and his ſingle 
Teſtimony far more Credible than Dr. alker's. 

Dr. Walker (ays, That Dr. Gauden delivered to him what was laſt 
lent vp, giving ſti Caution with what Wart ; 
ne's to carry and deliverir ; and accordingly he — 23d —_ T 
delivered it, Saturday, December 234d, 48, to one , 
Peacock, who was inſtruted by what Hands to tranſmit it to Mr. 
Royfton. 

This the Door ſays, to ſhew his great Care to diſcharge his 
Truſt ; who nowithſtanding the ſtrict Caution with what Wari- 
neſs to carry and deliver it, he committed it to one Peacock, a Bro- 
ther to Dr. Ganden's F aliff, with new Inſtruions by what other 
Hands he ſhould tranſmit it to Mr. Royfon 5 whereas he acknow- 
iedgeth that the bigger part of this Book was delivercd by Dr. Gas- 
den to Mr. Simmonds. tle wanted a good M=mory, as he ſays of 
Dr. Hollmg worth. q 

The Reader cannot but obſerve, that in all thi: cedions Narra- 
tive, he meets with no other Evidence but Dr. J7aiker's bare Ward, 
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which will not amount to a ſingle Teſtimony, being invalidaced by 
his own Relation of Matters of Fact, very inconhilrent with each 
other, and unlatisfaftory to himſelf, and wanting a further Confi:- 
mation, is torced to find cut probable Reaſons, ſuch as they bs in, 


SECT. III. Of bis probable Arguments to Confirm bim//, and belp 


to Convince others, KC. 


The firſt probable Argument is , That Dr. Gauden i the begin- 
ming of the Long Parliament, which carried on the War againtt the King, 
preacht before them on Zach. 8. 19. which Sermon is printed ; and the 
Houſe of Commons preſented bim with a large Silver Taukard, with thi; 
Inſcription , Donum Honorarium Populi Anglicani in Parliamento 
congregati Johanni Gauden, &c. which conſtantly went about bis 
Houſe ; and be bad been inclinable to the Parliament Interett, ill be found 
they went beyond their firft Pretentions, and the Expetations of bim/elf 
and other good Men : When be diſcover'd that, be endeavoured to redeem 
bis Error by bending to the contrary Extream. And I am perſuaded it 
was this that put bim on the deſigning and finiſhing of this Book. 

This Argument is ſo far from being probable, and fic for Convi- 
ion, that it is more like to move Laughter, tor it raay conclude 
thus for Dr. Walker as well as for Dr.Gauden, Dr.Halker had been of 
the Parliament Party againſt che King, was a Favourite of the Par- 
ty, and a Chaplain to them, but when they wear beyond his Ex- 
pea ion, he bended to the contrary Extream, therefore Dr. Wal- 
ker wrote the "Eur Baru. But though the Argument doth not 
make this probable, yet it ſhews a great Probability, that Dr. Gau- 
den hath bended to contrary Extreams ; but Dr. Faſker is more 
conſtant to his nr(t Principles. 

Dr. Walker's ſxcond probable Argument is drawn from the four- 
teenth Chapter. (4. e.) ct the Covenant; and p. 6. he relates it at 
large to this eltz& : That being privy ts the truth of this Aﬀair, out of 
Curioſity be arked Dr. Bacwick, Dean of St. Paul's, What be thougbt of 
this Book ? for the thing being doubifully ſpoken of, be made bold to atk 
bis Fudgment of it. The Dean prefſzd him with this Argument, 
If u were written by any but the King, ut mutt be @ Friend, or an Enemy : 
wot by an Enemy, for no Enemy of the King would have repreſented bim [» 
much to bis Advantage ; not by a Friind, for no Friend of bis would write 
a1 be doth of the Crvenant, &c. Meaning lo favourably, 

Anſ. I 15 highly improbable that Dr. Barwick, who doubtleſs had 

CoOn- 
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conſidered that Chapter againſt the Covenant, would have choſen 
ſuch an Argument, when there is as much ſaid in that Chapter to 
condemn the Covenant, as could rationally be expected ; for in the 
firſt Paragraph he lays, That it was 4 pawning of their Soul, to the 
Prerbyterian SCO(S by @ Solemn League and Covenant, In the lecond he 
calls it, An Engine intended chiefly to batter down Epiſcopacy ; and com- 
pares it :O a Charm and Exorcilm. In the third, That it contained 
many dubious and dangerow Limitations ; ref:rring to himſelf, and 
things wery diſputable, which could not be ſworn to with Fudgment and 
Certainty to a Man's ſelf, or Charity and Candor to others. P. 4. That 
im Oaths on People muſt needs in things doubtful be dangerow, and 
in things nnlawſul (as he had proved this to be by his Proclamation, 
and the irrefragrable Arguments of the Univerſicy of Oxford had de- 
termin'd,) was damnable. P. 5. That it was net only ſuperfiuons but irre- 
concilable to former Oaths, and the Proteſtation (0 lately takim to maintain 
the Religion eſt abliſhed m the Church of England, ſince they account Diſct- 
pline ſo great a part of Religion. P.6, That i was laid as a Snare 
and Engine by Men of ambit:ow Mind: to catch and bold vulgar Credu- 
lity, under the Terror of Perjury, P. 7. Thar ſuch After-comrats impe- 
ſed without and agamft the King's Conſent, or any Power or Preſident from 
the Law: of God or Man, could not abſobve the Subjetts from thoſe Mor al 
Bonds of Duty which lgy 6n their Conſciences both to God and the King ; 
and calls it a mocking of God. Now what Friend of the King's need- 
ed to refle& more leverely upon the Covenane, than the King him- 
ſelf hath done? I can therefore hardly think that Dr. Barwick 
would uſe this as an Argumene that it was written by the King him- 
ſelf, becauſe no Friend of his would have written fo favourably of 
it. It rather ſeems a contrived Argument of one that would folve 
his own Hypotheſis: That Dr. Gauden wrote that Book, becauſe 
in the Chapter of che Covenant there are ſome things ſpoken in fa- 
your of it, which beſt became Dr. Gauden, who ſpeaks the more 
favourably becauſe he had taken ir, than any of the King's Friends 
or himſ(elt would have done. That which ſeems moſt in favour 
of the Covenanc, is this: That the Impoſers of it were content to make 
it like Manna (not that it came from Heaven as Manna did,) agreeable 
to every Man's palate who would [ſwallow ut ; rbey admit any Man's ſen- 
ces of it, though drvers or contrary, with any Sabvo's, Cautions, and Re 
ſervations, ſo as they croſs not their chief Deſign laid againit the Church 
and me; (1. «.) the King. Now this is as ſharp a Reprimand as 
could bs conceived, where the King ſhews how the Covenanters 

mock 
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mocked God by Salvo's, Cantions, and Reſervations, uſed as Baits 
wo draw the People imo their Snares ; he was far enough from ap- 
proving fuch ſhutting Caurions in a Solemn Covenant which was 
rs be taker! in Judgment, in Truth, and in Righteouſneſs, Fer. 4. 
2. The King adds, "That m /nwcb Latituder of Sencer, be believes many 
that lowed Him and the Church, might take the Covenant, who were not 
fo taken by it as to att clearly again#t both Piety and Lojalty,; and that 
wrany yielded to it move to prevent imminent Violence and Ruine, which in 
caſe of denial hung over their beads, than for any Value of it, «+ Dewoti- 
on to it. He adds, That rhe Latitade of ſome general Clauſe; may prr- 
haps Terve ſomewhat to relieve them, as - doing and endeaucuring what 
lawfully they may in their Places and Callings, and according to the Word 
of God, for theſe carry mo Man beyond tho'r Bounds of good war urge « 
which are certarw and fixed either to God's Laws, at to the general, o the 
Laws of the Kingdom as to the particular Exerciſe of Mens Duties, And 
cheretors he deſires [ucb as gi moft in the Name of Covenanters, to 
keep them/elves within thoſe lawful Bound;, In all which chere ap- 
pears juch Charity and Prudene and Pious Advice as becomes the 
beſt of Kings: And therefore the mature Conſideration of his 
Chaprer is a more” propable- Argrment that it was penned by the 
King rather that» by Dr. Gawden, or arry other, who could not add 
as the King dorh, 7 willingly forgive ſuch Mens taking the Covean, 
who keey with ſuch of Piety, Law, and Loyalty. 

This Diſcourſe which he pretends to have had with Dr. Ber- 
wick, who he ſays was his Tutor, gave him a fair Opportunicy (if 
the concealing of his Secret had been a real Trouble to him,) to 
acquaim his Tutor, 4s be voluntarily offered to inform ihe Archbiſhop 
Sandcroft, how much he' and the World were deceived, as to the 
Author of that Book, whom he knew to be Bp. Gander ; and that 
his handling the Covenant fo gently, was becauſe he had taken the 
Covenant. But this probable Argument might have been curned 
to z plairr Confutation of his Fiion, from what is repeated out 
of that Chapter 3 which withonr doubt Dr. Barwick had read and 
conſidered better, than to conclude that it ſpoke in favour of the 
Covenant. 

The DoRor*s third probable Argumentis as the former, his ſingle 
Affirmation , That Dr. Gauden to! — that Bp. Duppa wrote the 
two Chapters concerning the Liturgy and Chaplains ; and bs free decla- 
ring that be meither rhought nor wrcte of thiſe Subjetts ; and that (as 
Dr. Wather ſays) it was wnltholy br ſhoald, renders it wiry probable be 
ſhake the truth 3n declaring that be wrote the re#t. Anſ. 
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An/. That the King had great reaſon borh to think and write of 
thoſe Subjedts, is very obvious; and a5 evident, that Dr, Gauden had 
more reaſon to think and write of them then of ſeveral other 
Heads, particularly chat which refle&s ſo much on his Repuration, 
having been a Covenanter ; and that other of preſcribing Rules to 
the Prince for the Government of his Kingdoms. But of his I 
have ſaid enough before; IT only add, It was very improper to call 
the Prince his =, and the Queen his Wiſe, &<c. 

The fourth probable Argument is, That Dr. Walker met with 
Expreſſions in the Deviticwel Part, wery Fequently uſed by Dr. Gauden 
in % Prazers ; which be never heard from any other Man, and moit 
Mew in 1berr Prayers eſpecially kave peeuliar Phraſes and Modes of expre(- 
fing themſelves : Aud where ſuch occur, 'tu a probable Evidence they pro- 
ceed from him to whow they were peculiar. 

Anſ. | wiſh the Dofor had given us ſome of thoſe Phraſes and 
Modes ; I have compared the Stile and ſeveral Exoreflions of the 
DoRor's in a Treatiſe of his, which the Reader ſha!l find hereaf- 
ter, as much —_ from the Phraſes and Expreflions in the 
King's Book, as the Waters of Siloab, which go ſoftly, from the ra- 

d Falls of Nile, which keep within no Bounds, and abound with 
Mud and Monſters: The King's Expreflions are moltly in Scri- 
pture-phraſe, which though other Men'do uſe, yet fow do apply 
more pertinently and afte&Rionately ; and what Meditations are 

ly his own, few Men of his could imitate, for the Mar- 
ter or Cele: And Dr. Gauden is as far from it as moſt Writers of 
that Age. Bur to talk of peculiar Expreflions, &c. and not to 
give one Inſtance, is but to beat the Air. 

The fifth Argument concerning the Apophrbegmata Caralimne is al- 
ready anſwered ; now when all theſe five probable ts are 
(as he lays) joyned together, and the Reader hath d that 
they are only Dr. 1a/er's Affirmations, they will rather conclude 
that his Knowledge was very imperfe& that needed fuch Proofs to 
confirm it, which as Dr. Walker acknowledgeth, do more harm 
than . And I think that no Impaztial Reader will be con- 

' by them ; tor it, as Dr. Walker lays, that believing or not 
believing depends upon the Clearneſs or Cogency of the Motives 
of Credibility, or the Weakneſs and Inſufficiency of them, no Man 
will build his Belief on ſuch a ſandy Foundation : And, as Dr. Wal- 


her lays, we may ſuppoſe chat Hauſe «« likely to fall that « ſupported by 
ſuch Props. _ 
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The Teſtimony which I mentioned before, Dr. Charles Goodal 
aſſures me he had from Dr. Walker's own mouth, March 234, 1690, 
and it requires a few Remarks, As firſt, where it ſays, that the 
bigger part of the Book was delive:ed by Dr. Gauden to Mr. Sim- 

" 

Remark 1. Then Dr. Gauden and Mr. Simmonds were no ſuch 
Strangers (as Dr. Walker repreſents them,) when the Book was pre- 
paring for the Preſs, and probably Mr. Simmonds well knew who 
the Author was, ard whatever Dr. Walker did, Mr. Simmond: would 
not have conſented to the publiſhing of it in the King's Name, it 
ic were Dr. Ganden's ; for if the Fraud had been found our, ic would 
have more diſparaged the King and his Caule, than the concealing 
of ic could have advantaged it ; the King's great Abilicies and In- 
nocency being better known and believed chan to need ſuch Props 
and Fallacious Means to ſupport it, which I believe his pious Soul 
would have abhorred, it it had been propoſed to him. 

Rem. 2, If the bigger part of the Book was delivered by Dr. 
Gauden to Mr. Stmmond;, that delivery might be only a return of 
what the DoRor had received bcfore from Mr. Simmond:, for he 
was chiefly intruſted with che printing of ir, as appears by rhe re- 
turning of the Proof-ſheets to him to Corre&t them; and if Dr. 
Gauden had bzen the Author, he had better means to fend it to the 
Preſs, and was more fit to corre his own Copy, than to commit 
this Work, and the Secret of Dr. Gauden's being the Author of it, to 
a Sequeſtred Man, who as the Event ſhews, was ſuſpeted, and 
hardly eſcaped a full Diſcovery, whereas both Dr. Gauden and Wal- 
ker were Favourites of the Times 

Rem. 3. Whereas he ſays, that he and Mr. Gffod, who both li- 
ved in Dr. Gauden's Houſe, knew this Secret ; 1 have ſhewn that 
Mr. Gifford was of a contrary Perſwaſion to that of Dr. Walker's, for 
Mr. Gifford ſpake of it, and quoted it in his Sermon as the King's 
Book, and he being the Tranſcriber of it, as Dr. Walker intimates, 
had _ opportunity and means to inform himſelf who was the 
Author. 

Rem. 4. Dr. Walker ſays, He was uncertain whether he ever 
read the Book in Manuſcript, but only ſaw it wich che Titles of the 
Cha This is contrary to what he had more than once affirm- 
ed, That he had read it, and particularly that Chapter concern- 
ing the Earl of Strafford; whereupon he diſcourſed with Dr. Gau- 
den, and queſlioned, How he could ſatisfic himſelt to impoſe fuch 
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a Book on the m—_ - - Tag Name? —_ He ſays, —_ 
den ed me the Heads of divers Chagters, ome of the Diſcourſes 
—— them, and after ſometime ſpent in the lars = O- 
pm... ©; which amounts toa ContradiQtion, ſcarcely to be excus'd 
by the Uncertainty of his Memory : But if he never read the Book 
in Manuſcript, how could he be fo certain that the Book was of 
Dr. Gauden's Compiling? And indeed the Intenion of doing the 
King Service by ſuch an Impoſture, was in Dr. Gauden ſuch a Sin 
as the making of a Practical Lye, and in Dr. Walker who conceal 
ed it, and by Silence gave Conſent, a moking himſelf a Paity, 
which Dr. Walker from St. Auguſtine condemns as a thing not to 
be practiſed for the. ſaving of the World. 

Rem. 5. Whereas Dr. Walker ſays, That Dr. Gauden being asked, 
How he couli fatisfic himfelt in writing ſuch a Pook in the King's 
Name ? That he replied, Lock on the Tith ; and laid, no Man «- 
ſeth to draw bu own Pitture. "This is overthrown by Mr. Clifford s 
Teſtimony, p. 4. of Dr. Holling. where it is affirmed , That Mr. 
Royſton ſhewed the firſt Proot ſheet to Dr. Taylor, the Title whereof 
was, The Royal Plea, which the Decor laid would betray the Book, 
there —_—— Intormers, Cheltenham and Fones, who would dil- 
cover the k by the Title, and therefore Dr. Taylor wrote to 
the King to have it changed, and had leave to call it 'Exy Ban- 
ah, which thoſe Informers could norunderſtand being Greek. This 
Teſtimony concerning the Title, ſeems more rational than that 
which Dr. 1/alker reports from Dr. Gauden, who, as Dr. Walker re- 

"es, would excuſe himſelf for impoſing his Book on the World as 
if ir were the King's, becauſe no Man uſeth to draw his own Picture. 
When I conhider Dr. Walker's ſubjoyning theſe probable Arguments 
to confirm his poſitive Aſſertion, and to convince his Reader ; it 
minded me of the frequent Salvo's uſed by our News-wricers, who 
having related a fidtirious Story to fill up their Papers, are wont 
to ad), But tha needs a Confirmation; and then 'tis an hundred to 
one bur they have made a talle Relation. When we ſee a Man 
conſtantly uſing Cruiches, we conclude he is an infirm Perſon ; 
and we may guels at the ſtrength of the Doctor's Perlwaſion and 
Aff: mation by che Cogency ot his probable Arguments. 

So that if this Relation was taken from Dr. Walker's own mouth, 
as Dr. Goodal allures me, and I am induced to believe, becauſe 
Dr. Walker (ays , Se. 5. p. 34+ That he had occaſionally, and 
when he had been deſired, declared as + Subſtance of what ic now 
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hach written. And I have been credibly informed , That Dr. 
IValker had often ſpoken too freely of this Aﬀair in Coffee-houſes 
and to ſeveral Companies, not without much Variation in the Cir- 
cumſtances from what he ſays he is now forced to write ; and ir 
hath been obſerved, that fome Men have fo long divulged their 
own Fancies, that at laſt they have believed them to be rue ; and 
to ſave their Reputation from being accounted vain Perſons, arc 
ready to {wear to what they have ſaid : In which I wiſh the Rex- 
d:c could find cauſe to excuſe the Doctor, and believe that whacr 
he hath reported is a true Story, and not a ſtrong Imagination, be- 
caule lie teſtifieth of himſelf, Thar it is both naturally and morally 
nzxt to impoſlible char it ſhould be ſo, . x7. to which he would 
perſwade his Reader, becauſe his Story is fo felf-conliſtent in all irs 
paits; which he lays the Aldgate Dofor's is nor. 

Anſ. I think it as poſfible for Dr. Walker to tell a falſe Story af- 
ter another Man, as for Dr. Holmgworth, and (ecing they relate 
{uch different Stories as cannot both be true, ir is more likely tha: 
he that grounds his Confidence on the Relation of a ſingle Perſon 
and tells the Story with many ImperfeRions, Inconſiſtencies, an 
Contradictions, though he make his Appeals co God for the Truth 
of it, as too many do in every Court, ld be acjudged co tell an 
Untruth, rather than he who proves the Veraciry of his Relacjon 
by a auch more conſiderable number of Men of good Reputation, 
than the Laws of God or Man require for the ending of Contro- 
verlies. And whereas he complains, p. 35. That it is bard meaſure 
wat 10 ſuffer « Man to reveal thet, by concealing which be ſears God is dis 
fſpleaſed, and be neceſſitated to labour under a continued Diſſtufattion of 
Mind. 1 wonder what Neceflity forced him againft his mind to 
conceal this Secret, when he being a Chaplain art Marwick -bouſe, 
was under a great Tempeacion of being highly preferred by his Paz 
trons, if at that time he had freely diſcovered ir, and therewithal 
eaſed his Conſcience from that which kept him uneaſie forty Years 
together. He concludes after all his confident Afﬀfrmations and 
probable Arguments, as a Sceprick , t 37- If any Man can produce 
flronger Reaſons for the N-gatroe part, I do mot ſay only I will, but that 
I mujt belicve that coutrary part.

and Sir F: D. And Dr. . grants it p. 11. That ow Aﬀetions are 
knudied by owr preſent Cirewrhſf ates, arid ſurpriſing Mercies or Calamities 
are Syrings of ſuth Fof or Sorrow as ſharpen or ſet an edge on our Expreſ- 
froms, and mftil ſuch ani Air, Energy, and ſutable Eloquence, which the ſame 
Perſe could not reach at another time. Dr. Earle agreed with Sir I. 
Diggdale, That no affii&ed Prince, bart K. Ebarks coittld pen ſuch 
Moeoedirations. 
Dr.- Walker, Whed' a Mart defigns to perſonate avfotber, be adept: bir 
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Words and Expreſſions with ſecond and third Thoughts, takes a great deal 
of Pains, uſeth a ſtudious Induſtry to fit every Thought to ſuch @ Conditi- 
on, every Aﬀettion to ſuch a Thougbt, and every Expreſſion to be a lively- 
'Eriiy of ſuch a Paſſion or Aﬀettion. 

Anſ. Now ſuppoſing that Dr. Gauden wrote that Book, he uſed a 
ſtudious Induſtry to imitate the King's uſual Words and Expreſſi- 
ons, {o that in Dr. Gauden's Opinion the King had a very excellent 
Train of Thoughts, and fit Words to expreſs them, not to be imi- 
tated wichout ſecond and third Thoughts, and great Pains and In- 
duſtry. And whoever ſhall diligently compare the King's undoube- 
ed Writings witch thoſe of Dr. Gauden's, will be fully convinced that 
neither for the Excellency ot ns or Elegancy of expreſling 
them, the Doctor hath in any ure imitated the Stile of the 
King's Book ; in which, as Dr.##. obſerves, p. 12. the Everineſs of 
the Thought and Expreflion, that —_— of the Srile and Aﬀe- 
ion, and the ſame Thread running quite through from firſt to laſt, 
may perſuade the Reader that it was not compiled by ewo ſuch dit- 
ferent Men as Bp. Dupps and Dr. Gauder, but by that Great King, 
of whom Dr. W. ſays, p. 1. That b% Honour & ſecured by bu ackno 
ledged Wiſdom, celebrated Vertues, _—_— Patience, and Chrifttan Map- 
nanimity in bu Suffering; Now tor Dr. W. to inter trom che King's 
Sufferings, that he-was not the Author of that Book, becauſe the 
Hurry of Miſeries which attended him, (as Dr. . thinks) muſt 
diſtract and alter the Temper of his Mind, is an irreparable Injury 
t-the Memory of that Good King, who as he was obſerved to be 
of an equal Temper of Mind, under various Conditions, fo his Suf- 
terings gave him Opportunity and Va for ſedate and delibe- 
rate Thoughts: And (as ths King acknowledged) nccafion'd t 
Improvement both of his Parts and Pious Devotions ; which all 
that knew him could teſtifie, neither his ViRorics nor his Over- 
throws could at any time cauſe him to intermit. Of which we 
have this remarkable Inſtance, That twenty Y ears before his death 
the News of the Afſaſlination of his great Favourite the Duke of 
Buckingbam, being brougt him while he was at Prayer, he took 
no other notice of it, than to apply himſelf more earneſtly to his 
Devotions. Nor was he more diſturbed at that ugly Sentence for 
his death: And when the Commillioners at the Treaty in New- 
port inſiſted on their Unrealonable Demands, he told them, He 
could with more comfort ca#t bimſelf on bu Saviour's Goodneſs to ſupport 
and defend bim from all Affiittions that might befal him, rather then

ity Friend to look it over, and put it into exact Order: And here- 
upon he inſults over Dr. Hollingworth as having a bad Memory, 
and publiſhing things inconſiſtent, &c. Whereas he that ſhall ob- 


' ferve how Dr. Hollingworth Jiſtinguiſheth the time, wiz. That in 


the Tear 1647, the King ſent the mot conſiderable part of bus Book, which 
was in looſe Papers, to Bp. Juxton to get it put into good Order ; the Bi- 
ſhop ſent it to Sir J. Brattle's Father, who having digeſted and tranſcribed 
it, was conveyed back to the King ; and being perfetted by the addition 
of more Chapters, and made ready for the Prefs im the Tear 48, was ſent 
to My. Simmonds to publiſh it, Theſes Relations agree fo well, and 
Sir F. Brattle's Teſtimony was fo authentick, that Dr. #. was well 
aware it would be too hot for his Fingers. 

It is highly probable that more Copies than one were tran(cri- 
bed from the 45 written by the King's hand, 1. Becauſe of 
the great Elteem the King had for ir. 2. 'The great Fear leſt one 
or two Copies might fall into the hands of his Enemies, as his Ca- 
binet did at Naſeby. 3. Becauſe the King was adding to or alter- 
ing of ſome parts in the Original a little before his cloſe Impriſon- 
ment. I have ſhewed Realons to induce the Reader to believe 
that, Dr.Symonds had a pertet Copy by which it was printed, and 
by it he was enabled to corre the Proof-ſheets : And it is poſſi- 
ble, that Dr.Gauds» might cauſe a Copy of this to be tranſcribed 
by Mr. Gifford, as Dr. Walker thinks. Mr. Chfford declares, That 
the King tor tear the Original ſhould be loſt, ordered Mr. Odert, 
Secretary to Sir Edw. Nicholas, Principal Secretary of State, to tran- 
{cribe it, and lodged the Original in the Marqueſs of Hartford's 
hands. And by the Copy of Mr. Odert he (7. e.) Mr. Clifford and 
Mr. Milbowrne did print the Book. And further he faith, That he 
never heard, nay, that he was ſure that Dr. Gauden was never con- 
cerned in chat Book by which Mr. Ailbourne and Mr. Clifferd prin- 
ted it: And Mr. Mibowrne the Printer, and Mr. Clifford who were 
concerned in the printing of it, ſay, That the Copy by which it 
was printed came to his hands all at once.

The ſame Priviledge was granted to Mr. Royfow by K. Fame: 
the Second, Anno 1685, whence the Author of the Refitution 
leaves it to the Readers to judge, whether theſe publick Declarati- 
ons of both the Kirgs, made with all the Circumſtance of Advant- 
age, are to be believed before a blind Manuſcripe written by a 
doubtful Hand, and grounded on a private Relation,to which may 
be added, that K. Tame: the Second in a Letter from Rocheſter be- 
fore his Departure, quoted a Paſſage out of his Father's ; ih. 
There « but little batween the Priſons and the Graves of Princes. 

To this Dr. #. anſwers, That Kings are not {o Critical as to in- 
ſpe& the Particulars of their Royal Grants. 

To which it may be replied, That if they had been well in- 
formed, that this Book was written by Bp. Gazden, (as the Me- 
morandum lays they did affirm,) ic was a Crime, Leſe —_ 
ta, to lay they pane and perſonally atceſted that to be thei 
Father's, when they believed the MP 

To this Dr. Walker rejoyns an Anlwer by a Parallel Caſe , Of « 
Printer's having a Licenſe to prins K. David": Pſalms, containing in num- 
ber 150; Would this (faith he) prove that David was the Pur-man of 
them all ? No, ſay I, becauſe the Titles prefixt ro many of the Pſams d:- 
clare that ſome of thew were penned by other Authors, as Moles who li- 
ved long before David, Herman, Aſaph, &c. wbo loved after him; and 
yet the | © Qtrorie may be taken from the greater vart of the Pſalms, 
which ave acknowledged to be David's. 

But haw could . on King give a Priviledge to print his Father's 
Works, if he knew that the "E145, which is elpecially recommend- 
ed, and for the lake of which the ColleRion was made, were not 
his Father's ? Bur as if this Obje<Rion had b:en foreſeen, it is ſuffici- 
ently confuted by the DiſtinRtion made by both the Kings, berween 
the "Faxdy Baoniza, which they own to be their Royal Father's, avd 
other Papers and Declarations concerning their Royal Father ; for the 
drawing up of which, they conceived he made ute of his Miniſters 
and Secretarics, though it be welb known, that his Majeſty of Blef- 
ſed Memory, was wont not only with great Deliberation to review 
the ficſt Draughts, but taking his Pen-in hand, torell them merily, 
That be was a preity good Cobler; and made luch Additions and Alte- 

rations 
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rations as he thought fit ; infomuch as they who knew him moſt 
intimately, affirmed , That if he had been a Secretary to any 0- 
ther Prince, he would have been eſteemed as an Oracle. 

But here it may be enquired, How the two Kings were fo well 
aſſured themſelves, that the Book was written by Bp. Gauden, as to 
aſſure others of it ? Whereas Dr. Walker ſays, That Dr. Gauden him- 
ſelf knew not to his dying day, whether Charles the Second ever 
knew it, bur by Conjecture, becauſe the Duke of Tork knew ir. Tr 
{zems then the King muſt have the certainty from the Duke; and 
he that conſiders the Circumſtances in which the Duke was, and 
what Dependance for Certzinty might be grounded on his ſolemn 
Words, eſpecially when the Cauſe of his eſpouſed Church of Rome 
was interpoſed, will not be eaſily perſuaded, Furare m werba ; It 
is too evicent how little he regarded either the Reputation or the 
Deſire and Charge of his dying Father, p. 145. of that Book, wiz. 
I intreat and require you, as your Father and Kmg, That you never ſuf- 
fer your Heart to receive the leaft Check againit, or Diſafſettion from the 
true Religion eftabliſhed im the Church of England, &<. 

But the Author of the Reftitu/ion urgerth a more conſiderable Ob. 
j2&ion, p. 24. of Dr. Walker, That in the written Copy of this Book 
(rhe Memorandum ſays,) there were ſome Correftions and Alterations 
written by K. Charles's own band ; which the Author of the Reſtituti- 
on preſſeth as an Argument, that the King was the Author, or otherwiſe 
there conld be no reaſon given for bis Majeſty's correfling the Manuſcript, 
and Ieffering it to paſs as a Book of hu 0wn Compoſure ; for without que- 
ftion the King knew of the prank of it, baving ent to Royſton to pre- 
pare bis Preſi for ſomething that be would ſend him to be printed, four 
Months before. And the whole Book, as Dr. Walker owns, was in 
the Printer's hands in December, and the Copies publiſhed about the 
end of Fanwary; of which the King moſt probably was certified, 
it being his great Concern. 

Yet Dr. Walker anſwers, That what the Correions by the King's 
ewn hand ſeemed to hit Adverſary to be a Reaſon of, ſeems to Dr. Walker 
to be quite contrary; and ſays, That be aſſuredly believes this correfted 
Copy was that ſent by rbe Marqueſs of Hartford, from Dr. Gauden. 

To which it may be replied, That as Dr. Walker fays, it is not 
certain that Dr. Gauden's Book was ever delivered to the King ; of 
which as hath been acknowledged by him, the Door had never 
any notice. Nor, ſecondly, that the King had leiſure at that im- 
portant Seaſon, being worried by the Divines that were ſent to __ 
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in a tedious Diſpute concerning Church-Government, which he fa 
well defended againſt them, as in the Account printed in his Rel 
guice Caroline, which no Man did ever queſtion © be the King's 
own, but allo by the Commiſſioners who were limited to a cer- 
tain day, and by Delays and Unrealonable Demands againlt both 
his Honour and Conſcience, fo perplexed him, that he had bur lit- 
tle time or heart either to View or Corre& another Man's Writings. 
Rue, thirdly, if Dr. Ganden's Copy lent by the Marqueſs, was the 
Copy that was corrected by the King's own hand, as Dr. Walker lays 
he yerily believes ; then do l afluredly believe, that it was not that 
Copy by which the Book was printed , 1. Becaule Dr. Walker lays 
that br Gauden having no return from the King concerning his Ap- 
probation and Publiſhing of the Book, ſent the laſt parts of ir to 
the Preſs by Dr.Walker,in December, (ce p.z3. whereas he acknow- 
ledgeth, that Mr. Herbert and Mr. Lever might ſee the corrected 
Copy at the Iſle of Wight, as Sir W. Dugdale affirms they did, and 
chey attending his Majeſty cill he was made a cloſe Priloner, and 
by a Vote of the then Parliament for Non-addrefſes, and the im- 
priſoning his Sacred Perſon in Hurit-Caftle, by order from the Ar- 
my ; which was, as Wbilock in his Memoirs notes, to be on the 4th 
of December : The —_ had no opportunity after that to ſend Dr. 
Gauden's Book to the Preſs. And Dr. Walker ſays, That Dr. Gau- 
den would not write for a return of that Copy, but ſent another. 
So that the Premiſes conſidered, it is molt probable that the whole 
Book was long before finiſhed by the King, witch the CorreQions 
viewed and brought into order, and fairly cran{cribed by Sir Fobn 
Brattle and his Father, as Sir Fobn hath atteſted 3 and then the O- 
riginal returned to the King, who lad it by him at the I{e of 7/ight - 
Bur the ru Hagory) by Sir }. Bratile and his Father, or which is 
more probable, by Mr. Odert, (tor it was tranſcribed more that 
once, for fear of milcarrying,) Was the Copy recommended :o 
M-. Simmonds to fit it for the Preſs ? who molt probably did pro- 
cue the printing of it, becauſe the Proof ſheers were (ene back © 
him asthey were printed off, as Dr. #alker confeſſerh in a memo» 
rable Scory, p. 39. And this anſwers thole cewo Objections made 
by Dr. /”alker p_ 25. If the King bimſelf bad been the Author, why wat 
mot the Book in bis own Hand-writing, as well as the Corrections and Al- 
rerations ? And why any Corrett ions of @ fair Copy, if be bad finiſhed the 
Orig inal bimſelf before it was copied ?, Or why if be ſent ut ro be printed, 
did he not [und the correfted Copy rather than an unperfect one u%.ch need- 
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6d bu Correffion and Alteration? All theſe Queſtions are briefly an- 
ſwered thus : The King's Book which was both wriccen and correct- 
ed by his own hand, as Mr. Lever affirms, was tranſcribed fairty by 
another hand, and the Tranſcript fent ro che Prefs, the Original 
being retucned ro the King at the Iſte of Wight; and this is the Kee 
fon why the correted Copy was not fent ro rhe Prefs, P. 20. Dr. 
Walker ſays, That in more than forty Tears there may be ſome Miſtake 
in Sir J. B. of other Papers for theſe, or ſome other lapſe of Memory, &c. 
Reply, And why might nor Dr. Walker in forty Years be guiiry of 
a Miſtake or Lapſe of Memory abour a Marrer in which he was 
le(s concern'd than Sir 7Zoby, for Dr. Walker lays, He niver read the 
Book in Manuſcript, which Sir Fobn tranſcribed, and affirms ir till 
to have been the King's own hand. And why might he not mi- 
ſtake Dr. Gauden's declaring it to be his Book, when he declared 
only that he publiſhed the King's Book ; chough I ſee no ground to 
believe cicher. As for the correted Copy, it will appear that the 
whole Book as well as the Corrections was the King's FTand-wri- 
ting , by this following Teſtimony under Mr. Richard Duke's hand 
communicated to me : Sir, I conf: that I beard Major Huntington 
to ſay more than once , That whilft be guarded Charles the Fir ff at 
Holmeby-houſe, (as I remember) be ſaw ſeveral Chaprers or Leayes of 
that Great King's Meditations, lying on the Table, ſeveral Mornings, with 
a Pen and Ink, with which the King ſcratched out or blotted ſome Lines 
or Words of ſome of them. Upon which I muft alſo confeſs, that I con- 
cluded they were originally from the King : but other; bave drawn a con- 
rrary Argument from the King's corretÞ imp the Papers ; yet. I put ths un- 
der my band, that the Major rold me, That be did ſuppoſe them original- 
ly from that Learned Prince. Which is the Totum that can be intima- 
red from, Sir, your bumble Servant, Richard Duke. This was writ- 
ten to Dr. Charles Goodall, Func 15, 1692, from whom I received 
rn, 

This ſhews that the King was wont to corre his Meditations 
ſhortly after his penning of them; and che whole was his Hand- 
writing, as well-as the Corrections from the beginning. 

The Authop of the Memorandum (aith , That be inſerted it there 
(ubat ws, in the woid Leaf of a ſmall printed Copy,) for the Undecerving 
others im thu Pom. : 

An. I ſhould gueſs that the Earl was ſcarcely undeceived him- 
ſelf in this Point, by the lictle heed and care which he took for the 
undeceiving of others: For firſt, It « likely, ſays Dr. Walker, that 
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no Eye bad ſeen ut from the time of the writing of it. Nor did I 4n% 
ever hear that he declared co any other, though I preſumed 75 
to ask the Reverend Dodtor Richard Anſley, the Earl's Son, and 
Dean of Exeter, concerning it: and I agree with Dr. Halker in this, 
That if Mr. Millington bad not caſually opened it, it might bave fallen 
into the bands of one that ether had not regarded it, or would bave con- 
cealed it. p31. It the Earl had been fully convinced of the King's 
Relation, and intended to Undeceive others, as by the Memoran- 
dum it (eems he intended to do, what thould hinder him to have 
made a more publick Declaration of a Truth, for which he had 
the Authoricy both of the King and Duke, not only to ſecure him, 
bue co gratific him for publiſhing what chey were ſo willing ſhould 
be known: And if this thing was done in the Houſe of Lords, (as 
the Memorandum lays) and where ſo great a Concourſe was, and 
a Matter fit to be known, was offered the King, (wiz. the fight 
of his Father's Book wherein were the Corrections and Alterations 
written withthe King's own hand, it's ble it was ſhown to ſome 
of the Nobles, who alſo mighe hear the Diſcourſe, and yet it was 
not ſpoken or dreamt of until this Memorandum was by chance 0- 
ſome Years after. 

Laſtly, I ſhall believe, unleſs the ſight of that Book convince me 
of the contrary, that it was wholly written wich his{Majeſty's own 
hand, as well as the Corrections, becauſe I have the Teſtimonies of 
many competent Witneſſes to induce me fo to believe, viz. Mr. 
Levet, Mr. Herbert, Major Huntingtes, and that Captain who was 
converted by it, when che King was even ready to die on his Croſs. 
Nor can I believe that the Noble Ex'l did write that Memorandum, 
as we have it ; there are many in London can counterfeit any Man's 
Writing: We know how his Majeſty was abuſed by counterfeit- 
ing his Broad-Seal ; but neither doth the Memorandum (ay, That 
the Book was not of the King's Writing, only that the Corre&ti- 
ons were, which excludes not the other ; and though that particu- 
lar Book were nor, yer one there was written wholly by che King, 
as is irrefragably proved. I defirethe Reader theretore torake no- 
tice, that I refle& not on the Eart's hand, for which we have no 
Proof, and becaule we hearnot of any thing ſpoken or done by the 
Earl to Undeceive the People in that Poine, which it he had been 
willing to do, he could never have a better opportunity than then 
when the King, the Duko, and as we may believe, a great number 
of the Lords, the higheſt Judicature of the Nation were in the 
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Houſe; then, 1 ſay, was the fitteſt time (if the Earl had been as 
willing to Undeceive the Nation, as the King and Duke were,) and 
the faireſt opportunity to do it, by ſhewing them the Book, many 
of the Lords then preſent knowing the King's Hand, and not to 
leave it in a void Leaf of a Twelve-peny Book, left undiſcovered 
to the day of his death: 1 may alſo preſume that rhat Learned 
Earl (who was as great a Lover of Truth as of Books,) havin 
ſuch a Book ſometime (how long I know nor,) in his hands, —_ 
either before or after it has] been ſhewn to the King and Duke, 
. have compared the Print with the Copy ; and then if he had found 
any conſiderable Alterations, he would have mentioned them in 
his Memorandum, as the Ground of being undeczived himſelf, and 
a farther Means to Undeceive the Nation. And thus much for the 
Memorandum, which I think never did Undeceive any except Dr. 
Walker. 

P.6 and 7. Dr. Walker affirms, That Dr. Gauden bad taken the 
Covenant ; If this be true, I {ze no cauſe why he ſhould have a Pro- 
miſe of the b2ſt Bilhoprick in England, though he mighc be prefer- 
ed to that of Exeter tor other good Services which he did atcer he 
bucame a Convert, and wrote againſt the Covenant ; for when 
Dr.Reynolds that had taken the Covenant, and as ſome lay the En- 
gagement,was preferred to Norwich, which is much better than Exe- 
rer, and other Biſhopricks were offered to orhers that were Jeſs de- 
ſerving. And, p. 129. of his Anti-Baal Berith, he calls God towit- 
nels, that Exeter was granted him by the King's Favour, and the 
general Deſire of the City and Dioceſs of Exeter, without any his 
own or others ambitious procuring or (ollicicing in his behalf, 1 
cannot perſwade my (elf, that if Bp. Duppa and thole other great 
Men to whom the diſpoſe of the Biſhopricks'was committed, had 
known that Dr. Gea«den bad written the King's Book, would have 
{ce him below Dr. Reynolds, and divers others that had done lefs Ser- 
vice, if there had been no other reaſon tor it but to engage him to 
Silence in ſo important a Secret. 

But what if Dr. Walker do flander his Patron Dr. Gauden, and it 
ſhould appear that he never did take the Covenant, no not in any 
lence? I have ſo much Deference co the Worth of that Biſhop, as 
well. as G-atitude, as he was my Patron, that 1 ſhall propole the 
Reaſons why I think Dr. Walker hath injured him in this particu-

able ro that Sence bis Charity was, and ts willing tomterpret the u— 
the Covenant, to reform, not ruine Epiſcopacy 5 then be declared public 
bis Tudgment for Biſhops and Epy/copacy, to be ſuch as now it t1, That þ 
meitber could, mor ever would aſſent 10 the Covenant in any Sence, but 
ſuch as was in bu: Freedom to refuſe, and confiftent with bis former Oaths, 
the Laws of the Land, and the Preſervation of Epiſcopal Government mm 
its juHt __ and Enjoyments, im Piety, Loyalty, and ts thoſe Duties of 
Equit Charity, which be owed to God and Man. Farther than this, 
Dr. Gauden never approved ner owned the Covenant, bor ever ſhall a- 
ny part of it: How good ſoever it ſhall ſeem in ſome things and Expreſſi 
ons, yet an evil Sence mutt not be covered under gord Words, nor any 
Godly Expreſſions be afterwards wrefttd to abet Lngedly Attion: ; the 
whole Maſs of the Covenant ſeemed ta be ſweetned by thoſe general Saivo' 
and Reſtrictions put imto ut, Of having Regard in all things to the 
Word of G O D, to the Duties of Mens Places and Callings, and 
to 'the Power of Godlineſs. Let Mr. Crofton keep to theſe, and (o 
keep his. Covenant, for ſurely theſe can bad no Man to any thay mjuri-

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Now. though ſme Men. might expe that the DoRor- ſhould 
have poſirively declared, that he never took the. Covenant, and 
think theſe large Circumlocutions to be but an Evaſion, and rai 
of Duſt ro bliad Mens eyes,let the Reader reflet, That in the fi 
place he writes this to aſſure tbe Horld that he never took any Oaths 
buc thoſe appointed by Law, which he expreſly denyeth the Cove- 
nant to have been: And che Doctor knew that Oaths are ge- 
nerally to be taken in the uſual fence of the words in which it is 
penned, and according tw the meaning of thoſe who impole ir. 
2/3, That he expreſly mentionecth any Engagement, League, or 
Vow, under which Terms the Covenant mult be com 
3/y, Thar he declared publickly his Jadgment tor Biſhops and E- 
pilcopacy, as by Law was citabliſhed in England, p.277. which the 
Covetane diametrically appoſed. '4{y, That he never woyld nor 
could aſſent to the Covenant in any Sence, but ſuch as was conſt 
ſtent with his former Oaths, the Laws of the Land, and Preſervation 
of Epiſcopal Govergment in its juſt Rights and Enjoyments, &c. 
all which the taking of the Covenant dire&ly oppoſed. fly, That 
his c_—_— with the Presbyterian Exorbitance would have 
been ſuch a Diflimulation as he abhorred as Hell. And after all 
this publiſhed to aflure the World againſt thac ObjeRion, wit. Ther 
be was one of the Number of Covenanter: ; which he ſays Mr. Crof- 
to reckoned him without his Hoft. I ſhouldthink it a very ſtrong 
Argument (that though he ſhould have told Dr. Walker that he 
wrete the King's Book,) he were not to be believed being Tefi: 6 
hi enconſiſtens. 

If chere be any Faith or Honeſty in Men, theſe Reaſons which 
Dr. Gawden gives may ſatisfie the Reader that he never took che Co- 
venant, for Page 178, he declares, That if the Parliament bad been 
fol, they bad not any to make, take, or impoſe any Oath conty 
r0tbe Laws of England, which they were entruſted to obſerve not to break, 
abrogate, or change without the K.': Conſent.

Picty ; and by this Covenant they mtended the advance of « Party, not of 
the Publick Intereſt, and owr Laws, Ad quas evertendas nemo ſobrius 
acceffic: Which he thus Engliherb, To the Subverſion of which by yo- 
pular Combinations and Covmantings without the Prince's or Supream 
Power's Conſent, no Man comes but drunk with Pride, or Paſſion, Am- 
bition, Covetouſnefs, or Superſtition. And in p. 279. he lays, It is Per- 
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ary to take 5 falſe and unjuft Oath, as well as to break a true and law-

Now what a Monſter of Men. muſt he be, that "knowing all 
theſe things before, ſhould take ſuch a Covenant in any ſence 
whatſoever, or havingtaken it, ſhould expe ſogreat a Prefertment 
as the Biſhoprick of Winebefter ?. Here then we have Dr. /F. brought 
to this Dilemma, If Dr. Gauden did take the Covenant, Ke was 
guilty of all that he condemned in others, (ut ſupra; ) and then 
that Argument which Dr. Walker urged to his Tucor, whereby he 
ſays he could have filenced him, vis. That Dr. Gauden wrore the 
C again#t the Covmant, becauſe he ſhake ſo mych in favour of it ; 
is very weak: And if he wrote not that, then probably no other 
of that Book. And if he did not take it, (as IT am in Charity con- 
vinc'd he did not,) how Criminal was Dr. Halter to publiſh to the 
World, to the Detamation of his good Patron, that communicated 
his Secrets to him, that he was ſo vile a Man as to make himſelf guiley 
of all choſe horrid Crimes abovementioned : and then alſo ic is ve- 


ry probable, that he that Curſt raiſe ſoevil a Report of Dr.Gauden as 
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to the Covenant, might preſume to fix this Phantome of his own 
on the Doctor, That the Dotfor told him, that be made the K's Rook. 
And whether Dr. Gauden did affirm ic to Dr. Walker, or Dr. Walker 
miſreported Dr. Gauden, both, theſe Teſtimonies are very infirm, 
and cannot ſtand againſt the oppoſite Reaſons and Author ities. 

P. 32. Dr. Walker anſwers to four things objeQed by Sir IF. Dug- 
dale, The moſt material, he ſaith, » concerning Major Huntington, fom 
whoſe mouth, be ſays he will in the Faith of a Chriſtian declare, without 
diminution or wreſt ing of it, (which he ſays was this,) p. 33. When 
that Book was publiſhed, and ſo confidently reported ts be the King's, then 
ſurely, or Thelieve (here ſomething is wanting, or his hand trembled,) 
theſe are the Papers I ſee him ſo uſually take out of ba Cabinet; but thu 
was but my Conjetture, and I never declared it to be otherwiſe, for I aſſure 
you, Inever read one Line or Ward of the Papers in the King's hand ; and 
[ cannot ſay there was one Paſſage in theſe Papers which # thu printed 
Book, for bow ſhould I neyer baving look'd into them, Os Account 
= Major Huntington he ſays he Haichfully celaces as in.che'fight of 


Now if Dr. Walker be proved by ſeveral Witneſſes of good Cre- 
dit, to have reported a Relation greatly different from that which 
the Major gave to ſeveral Friends and Relations at ſeveral times, 
concerning the Matter in queſtion : I {uppoſe the agreeing Teſti- 
mony of ſeveral ſuch comperent Witneſles, will greatly invalidat# 
Dr. Walker's Relation; and if the Reader ſhall be convinced that 
Dr. Walker hath miſreported Major Huntington's Teſtimony, it may 
be a Prejudice to his Report of Dr. Gauden's: Now firft Dr. Walker 
confeſleth, p. 32. © That he olten heard Major Huntington's Teſti- 
* mony to be this, That whilit be attenced bus Majeſty, or bad the guard. 
ing of bim, be [aw the King frequently take theſe Papers out of bus Cabi- 
net, and ſometime: reed them, ſometimes wrote more ; and that when he 
ſaw the Book, be declared, Thoſe Chapters in it were thoſe ery Papers be 
bad ſo ſeen. Which two Relations are contradiftory. Now it is 
very probable, that what Dr Walker affirms he fo often heard al- 
ledged as Major Huntington's Teſtimony, might come to the Major's 
ears in his Life-time, and had he diſliked ic, would have contradi- 
Red it to ſuch Friends as inquired che Truth of char Buſine(s, whoſe 
Teſtimonics I ſhall now ſet down ; And firlt, the Teſtimony of 
the Learned Dr. Robert Hail, Son of the Famous Joſeph Hall, Biſhop 
of Exeter, who was Treaſurer of the Church of Sr. Peter's Exon, to 
whom the Major was near related by his Marriage, and with whom 

he 
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he ſojourn'd ſometime at Chit-bidon, the Door's Benefice : this Re- 
verend Dr. Hall hath told me and others, © That Major Huntin 

* waiting on his Majeſty at Holmeby, aſſured him, that be had ſeen 
©the King _— lome of thoſe Papers, which the Major had op- 
* portunicy to read, and knew that ſuch as he did then read, were 
* the ſame as are now printed. To this of Dr. Hall, I add that of 
Richard Duke, Elq; and Juſtice of the Peace in Devon, who lately 
declared to me and another Judicious Divine, © That he heard che 
* Major affirm the lame, almoſt in the ſame words. 

And Sir Will. Courtney, a Perlon of great Honour, (as I am cre- 
dibly informed) when this Relation was read or told to him, as 
Dr.#. reported it, was pleaſed immediacely to lay, © That he well 
* knew the Major, and had heard him aver the like Report as Mr. 
© Duke and others have declared. 

Theſe Evidences confirm what Dr. Holingworth relates, p. 21. of 
his Defence , That « Now-conforming Miniſter told bim , (viz. That 
Major Huntington told bim with bus own mouth, That be procured [ime 
Papers that made up part of this Royal Book from the bands of Fairfax the 
Parliament General, which were taken after Na#by Fight, and kept by 
the Lord Fairtax ; and that afterward the ſaid Major preſented them to 
the King with bis own band, Dr. Hollingworth adds, I pare the Man's 
Name for particular Reaſons ; but if I am called to do it, 1 will depoſe the 
Truth of bis Saying fo wpen Oath. Burt I hope the Teſtimonies now 
following will prevent that labour ; the firſt is that of the Reverend 
Mr. Hill. Read, Archdeacon of Barnſtable, in thele words : © I do 
© hereby Certifhie, That I dining wich Bp. Lampbluzh at his Palace 
© in Exon, ſome Years ſince, there hapning ſome ditcourle concern 
© ing K. Charles the Firſt his '£awGr Bunch, and fore (aid there was 
tg be made, Whether the ſaid King were the Author of the 
© (aid Book or no? I told the Company, then at che Table, That 
©] had heard from ſeveral Perſons of good Credic, many Years a- 
* go, that one Major Huntington did affirm, Thar atter Nazby Fight 
' he took chat King's Cabinet, wherein ſeveral Mzdications of the 
*(aid Book were, wricten wich his own hand ; and that he after- 
* wards delivered them into che King's own hands, which he re- 
* ceived with very much Joy, and gave him many Thanks for 1e- 
* (toring them to him. And I do farther Certifie, That one Recb. 
* Duke, of Otterton, in the County of Devon, Elquire, bing then at 
* the Biſhop's Table, did poſitively affirm, That what I had repor- 
*red conc:rning Major Huntington m_= true, he knowing weil ce 
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© (aid Major, and having heard him with his own mouth affirming 
"to him, that what I have above ſet down was trae : In witneſs 
* whercof I have hereunto ſet my Hand this 18th day of Fuly, 4. 
©D. 1692. Ill. Reade, Archdeacon of Barum. 

This is confirmed by that of Mr. Cave Beck, p. 27. of Dr. Hol- 
lingworth's Charatter of Charles the Firft , in theſe words: © That 
*ſome Years after the King's Tryal, Major Hun'ingtos at Ipſwich al- 
© {ured m2, Thar 'fo much of his Majeſty's Book as contained his 
* Medications before Nazby Fight, was taken in che King's Cabinet, 
© and that Sir T. Fairfax delivered the (aid Papers unto. him, and 
© ordered him to carry them to the King : And the Major affirm- 
©ed, that he read them over before he delivered them, and that 
* they were the ſame for Marter and Form with thoſe Medications 
* in the printed Book, and chat he was much affeted with them, 
* and from that time became a Proſelice to the Royal Cauſe. He 
© allo rold me, That when he delivered them to the King, his Ma- 
* jeſty appeared very joytul, and (aid, He eFeemed them more than all 
© the Fewels be bad loſt m the Cabinet, 

P. 10. of Dr. Hs Defence, he repeats this Paſſage , © That Dr. 
© Meriton dining with Sir T. Pilkington, the late Lord-Mayor, he hap- 
© ned ro meet with Dr. Walker at that Table, where Dr. Walker with 
* his uſual Confidence aſſerted Dr. Gauden to be the Author of the 
*King's Book : On which Dr. Meriton turned upon him wich the 
© Story of Mr. Simmond:'s communicating the whole buſineſs to Dr. 
* Gauden. Upon which he was ſo confounded that he had nothing 
to lay for himſelf ; which being ſeconded by Mr. Marrive, then 
Chaplain to the Lord-Mayor, who heard the whole Diſcourſe, and 
withal the Silence that he put Dr. Walker to; Dr. Holling worth ven- 
tured to give the World an account of it in Prine, * This, faith 
*-Dr. Hollmgworth, p. 5. of the CharaRter of Charles the Firſt, is (6 
*true, and will upon juſt occaſion be atteſted by others as well as 
© myſelf, that I do here in the face of the World, challenge Dr. Me- 
* riton or Mr. Marriot to deny one Syllable of the Subſtance of it, 
* eicher as to the ons in telling his Succe(s in the Diſpute, or the o- 
* ther juſtifying it as really true. 

In p. 11 of Dr. H.'s Defence, he ſays, © That Mrs. Simmond: being 
* askt by him, How far her Husband was concerned in the King's 
© Book? And what ſhe knew of ic ? She anſwered, That going in- 
© to her Husband's Study, ſheſaw on the Table a Bookin Writing, 
* which ſhe knew not to be her Husband's Writing, ſhe asked him 
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* whoſe it was ; which he turning her off with bidding her mind 
* her own baſinels, ſhe defiſted from further Enquiry. The King's 
© Murder following quickly after, ſhe told me her Husband never 
© joyed himſelf, bur tell ſick, and died the 29th of March follow- 
* ing; and throughout his whole Sickneſs he declaied che Book was 
* the King's Book. And p. 26. Dr. Hollmg worth lays, © That Mrs. 
* Simmonds dining ſome Years fince at a Citizen's Houle who a- 
* ſperſed K. Charles the Firſt, he told her, If ſhe would confels the 
© Truth, that her Husband made the Book, there were ſome hun- 
* dred of Pounds at her Service. She knowing her Husband's Ho- 
* neſty in his Death-bed Aſſertions, ſcorned, and told him, She was 
© not to be bribed by never ſo much to lo great a Lie. 

[ have alſo an Authencick Teſtimony communicated to me by 
Dr. Charles Goodall, * That Dr. Walker had often waiced on his Grace 
* the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and was wont to ask his Grace, 
© Whether he deſired to be informed concerning the true Author 
© of the "Ear Ban ? affirming, that not the King but Dr. Ges- 
© den was the Author of it : adding this as a Realon, That Dr. Gaw- 
* den had a Copy before it was publiſhed. This only Argumenc 
he alledged ro his Grace; but as for all thole other Aſlertions 
© which are ſince vented in his Book, Dr. Walker at no time made 
*ule of them to confirm what he had delivered. Farther, my 
© Lord rold me, That Mr. Lever, the Author of the Letter printed 
© in Reftitrmion to the Royal Author, had often, and many Years ſuc- 
© ceſlively waited on him, and entring into diſcourle on this mat- 
©rer, did as often conſtantly aver, (as related in the printed Let- 
© ter,) That he waiting on his Majeſty in Priſon, had ſeen the {- 
* veral Sheets of the Book written with the King's own hand, and 
© interiined by him. i 

To this I ſhall joyn the Teſtimony of another Archbiſhop, late- 
ly ſent in a Sermon preached in Dubl/m by the R. R. Henry Lord 
Biſhop of Mearh, at the Funeral of Fames Margetſon, D. D. Archbi- 
ſhop of Armagh, which was printed at London for Nath. Ranew, at 
the King's Arms in St. Pan's Church-yard, 1679. in the 28th Page 
of that Book, the Biſhop of Meath tells us the following Pallage was 
atteſted by the Archbithop, whoſe Words by all that knew him, 
paſt as unqueſtionable, (wiz. © That the ArcÞbilh. being in Londen 
© atter the Death of che Royal Martyr, did adminiſter the laſt Ot- 
© tices of the Church to a Gentleman on his Death-bed, (whois 

© Name he mentions not) but ſays, —_— dying Perſon told him, that. 
2 - 
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be bad been one ſometimes near in Attendance on that Sacred Martyr in 
bs Solitude, and that to him were committed by the King thoſe Papers, 
which he ſaid be knew to have been written by the King's own band, and 
which were after publiſhed with the Title of "Exxiiy Barat, Which the 
Biſhop of Meath obſerved for obviating malicious Speeches detrat- 
ing from that excellent Work breathing Piery and Devotion, and 
vindicating the Sincerity of that Great Soul in all his Actings and 
Occurrencies therein mentioned ; Malice ſuggeſting to the World 
that although that Work carried the King's Name, yer ic was nor 
his own, but compoſed by ſome of his Chaplains ; intending there- 
by to leſſen his Majeſty's great and excellent Parts, and to render 
that moſt excellent Piece leſs regarded, and their own Wickedneſs 
leſs obſerved. By thus Teſtimony (ſaith the Biſhop of Meath,) hat 
falſe Aſſertion appears, and the Royal Author of that precious Work found 
tobe the King himſelf, it being declared by ſuch a Perſon dying, and ſo could 
bope for no Advantage by uv. This Sermon was printed about thir- 
teen Years ſince. 

To theſe may be added the Teſtimony of the Archbiſhop of Ar- 
magh, who was often heard to affirm, That after the Fight at Naz- 
by, the King being much troubled for the loſs of bus Papers taken in bu 
Cabinet, commanded bim to endeavour the Recovery of them, which be 
did to the King's great Satufattion. 

And that of Col. Hammond who was the King's Keeper in the 
Ie of Wight, who atteſted, That be ſaw thoſe Papers im the King's band, 

ard bim reading them, and ſaw bim correling them. As Dr. Perin- 
ſheriff in the Lite of Charks the Firſt, p. 95. 

To theſe may be added that of Dr. Dillingham, p. 22. of Dr. 
Holling.'s Defence, © That he _— on the King after that he was 
* ſeized by the Army, ſaw and read in the King's Bed-Chamber a 
* whole Chapter of the King's Book freſh written with his own 
* hand, in the Year 1647. 

Dr. F-wler's "Feſtimony, the preſent Biſhop of Glocefter, is ano- 
ther Confirmation, p. 23+ of Dr. H.'s Defence, (viz.) * That Mrs. 
* Keightly of Albrobatch, in Barking Pariſh, in Eſſex, gave him this 
* Account about twenty eight Years ſince, That ſhe bad a Servant 
who was made @ Pa liament Captain, and a litle before the King's 
death, told ber be bad latd down bis Commiſſion; and ſhe as king bim the 
redſon, be replyed, That whereas be bad been told, that the King was a 
very bad Man, be was now abundantly aſſared that be w an excellent good 
" May. And being aikt what induced bim to judge ſo; told ber, That he 
Wa: 
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was appointed to and every Morning at bu Majeſty's Bed-Chamber- 
door, when be was @ Priſoner in the Ifle of Wight, obſerving for [eve- 
ral days, that the King went into bis Cloſet quickly after be was dreſſed, 
and there ftayed a conſiderable time, and then went down into the Gar- 
den ; and perceiving that be left the Key in the Cloſet-door, be adventur- 
ed to go in, and found that be bad been penning moſt devout and pious 
Meduations and Prayers, which be fell to reading, till be ſaw the King 
return to the Walk that lead to his Chamber : And thus the Captain did 
for ſeveral Mornings, and read the King's Morning-works, till be came to 
a Reſolution no longer to be ſuch a Prince's Fayhor. © Mrs. Keighley told 
© me further, That be gave ſuch an account of thoſe Meditations and 
Prayers, that ſhe was confident they were printed in "Eur Bamnunh, after 
ſhe came to read that Bock * This Mrs. Keighly was a very Religious 


_ © and Pious Gentlewoman, and as Diſcreet and Prudent, This I

Neicher did Mr. Lever affirm there was ; but he that ſhall 
read the 23d Chapter of the Score delivering him up to the Engliſh, 
and his Captivity at Holmeby ; and Chap. 26. of the Army's fur- 
priſing him at Holmeby, and in the following Chapters, he may 
tind too much both of the Infolency of his Rebellious Subjets, 
and the Barbarous Demeanor of the Souldiers, from whom he feac- 
ed Aſſaflination. Dr. Walker grants that Mr, Lever might read it 
in the Iſle of Wight, but will not believe it was the King's writing, 
unleſs it be underſtood of the Corre&ions only, which he ſuppo» 
ſeth the King made in the Book ſent by Dr. Gaudey, or elle that 


his 
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his Majeſty had tranſcribed ic. Bur Mr. Lever ſaith he often read 
it in Manuſcript, under the King's own hand ; and what a ſtrange 
Fancy is it of Dr. Walker, that the King in that Hurry of Bulincls 
ſhould rranſcribe fo large a Book with his hand, when he had (6 
lictle time to diſpatch more urgent Aﬀaics. 

Mr. Lever's Teltimony is as follows, p. $ and 9. of Dr. Hoinmg.'s 
Character of K. Charles the Firſt , If any one deſire to know the true 
Autbor of a Book intituled, "Emiy Bach, I, one of the Servants of K. 
Charles the Firft's, in bu Bed-Chamber , do declare, That when bu 
Majeſty was a Priſoner i the Iſle of Wight, that { read over the [aid 
Book, which was long before the Bock was printed, in hi; Bed-Chamber, 
wri with bu —_— own hand, with ſeveral Incerlinings. Moreover, 
bu Maſefty, Charles the Fir#t, told me, Sure Lever, you do deſign to 
get this Book by heart ; (bavivg of ten ſeen me reading of it.) 1 can 
_ alſo, That Royſton the Promier, told me, that be wa: 1mpriſoned 
by O. Cromwell, becauſe be would not declare, that King Charles the 
Firft was not the Author of the ſaid Book. Sign'd and Seal'd O06. 
16th, 1690. 

To which add this Teſtimony, [ Robert Herne, formerly Servant 
to Sir Philip Warwick, do atreft, That I bave often beard Sir Philip 
Warwick, a: ala My. Odert, and My. Whicaker, declare, That they 
had tranſcribed Copies of the King's Book written with bu own band. 
Witneſs my band, Robert Herne. 

Sed. 6. p. 34+ Dr. Walker gives the Reaſons for publiſhing his 
Book, p. 34 and 35. 1ſt, 1: wes wnpoſed on bim by Dr. H. for bu own 
Vindication, and to wipe off @ falſe Accuſation, That be was guilty of a 
falſe Story by a free owning of what be forced me to write. And p. 35. 
lays, It was wrung and wreſted from bim by ſome Body's impertinent Af- 
feliation to meddle 1with what be dr not. 

Anſ. It was was no impertinent ment for any Member 
ot that Church which honoureth that King as their Royal Martyr, 
ro undertake the neceſlary Vindication of his being Author of that 
Book, which as Dr.##. obſerves, did render the Murther of fo good 
a King to be more abborred. 2. Did awaken many to Repent- 
ance, who had contributed to it. 3. Did diſpoſe the Nation to 
recal the Royal Family, and many more Effes ; which if 
the Nation were impoſed on, and it ſhould paſs as Dr. Walker would 
have ic, that Dr. Gewden was the Author of it, would be accounted 
as a Sham, not only to the Infamy of Dr. Gezden, the Contriver, 
and Dr. Walker the Concealer, but to the Diminution of —_— 

| erved 
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deferred Honour, and revive their old Calumnies of covering foul 
Deeds with fair Pretences. 

And as for Dr. Walker's Negative Reaſons in p. 35. © That he in- 
* tended not by this Diſcovery to rob that excellent King of any 
* Honour properly due to him, will appear to be no Reaſons, nor 
will che Station in which he then was, (viz.) A Chaplain at War- 
wick-Houſe, perſwade the Reader to believe, that no Man of his 
Rank loved the King betrer, honoured him more while he lived, or 
more abhorred his Murder, bewayled his Death, giving more open 
Teſtimony againſt it, or ſuſtaining greater Loſs for ſo doing. 

2. Dr. Walker gives us his Poſitive Reaſons drawn from two fig- 
nal Providences, the one lerving as an Apology why he did not re- 
veal this Secret ſooner, and the other why he did icnow : It much 
amuſech me, chat a Doctor of Divinity d make Providence a 
Party with himſelf, co croſs itfelf, and jaſtifie ewo ſuch contrary 
mom, and declare, That whatever others may think, be judgeth it a 
fign that God would have that which be calls a piows = a”, an officious 
Lie, a talking deceitfully for Man, to the maintaing of which be thmks be 
contributed by bus Silence, and for which be was perfwaded by many co- 
gent Reaſons, that God was not well pleaſed with Dr. Gauden, himſelf, 
and otheris, And then for what Reaſon he knows not, p. 35. as he 
confeflerh, bur only thinks that Providence may have other Rea- 
ſons now to ſerve, by ſuffering this Diſcovery to be wreſted and 
wrung from him by ſome Body's impertinear Aﬀectation ro meddle 
in what they underftood nor. 

The fence of which is this : God's Providence in recovering the 
King's Paper's, (which Arwaker had ſeized (as in p.30,31, he thews 
in a large Harangue,) and ſuffering them to be printed, was Dr. 7.” 
Realon why hedid tor about forty chree Years conceal an I re 
put on the whole Nation, fuch as was a Trouble to his Ci- 
ence, and oc to God: And the fame Providence by fuffer- 
ing Dr. Hollimgworth to wring and wreft from him chis Ditcovery, 
(which if his Conſcience had been really grieved for concealing ir, 
he ſhould have revealed freely and meekly as a Penitent.) ſhould 
force him atterward co publiſh co ſalve his own Reputation. 

Dr. Walker p. 31. mentions another ſignal Providence for his Dil. 
covery, wiz. The Earl of Angleſey's Memorandum, tound im a void 
Leaf of the King's Book, which it it had nor been caſually opened 
by Mr. Ailingten, but fallen into ſome hand that eirher might not 
regard it, or would have concealed it, then Dr. H-!'mgworrh would 

not 
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not {o unſealonably have provoked Dr. Walker, and Dr. IWalker 
would have been as filent as Providence in this matter. 

To ſhut up this Part, If all choſe ImperfeRions which may Tava 
lidate an Evidence, do meet in this of Dr. Walker's, and there are 
the joynt Teſtimonies of ſeveral Unzxceptionable Perſons againſt 
his Evidence, the Cale may caſily be derermin'd; Firſt thea, Dr. 
Walk.'s Evideitee is but the ſingle Teſtimony of what he heard from 
Dr. Gauden ; and Aaſcard in his 1361 Concluſion de Probationtbus 
lays, Teſts wnucis de Auditus nil probat 5 and in his 1360 Concluſion, 
N. 5. Teft# wnicus ut faciat ſemiplenum probationem debet eſſe ommi ex- 
ceptione major. Which they that conſider the Premiſes will hardly 
believe of Dr. Walker. 

2. A Witneſs that depoſeth things very unlikely, doth'not prove 
them becauſe weri ſimnlitudine is the ground of Truth ; fo Conclul 
1364. Teſts non vert fimilia deponens non probat ; and, Teftimonii fun- 
damentum e#t fides. 

3. Becauſe che King's Book had paſt for his own above forty 
Years, and ad reprobandum inſtrumentum Teſtes ommi exceptione majo- 
res requiruntur. Conclul. 1360. N. 3. 

4. He that producing another to confirm what he had witne(- 
ſed, and finds his Fellow-wicneſs to affirm what he denied, or deny 
what he affirmed, rendreth his Evidence ſuſpe&ed ; this the Doctor 
hath often done, particularly in Major Huntington's Evidence pro- 
duced for him. Conelu/. 1368. 

5. A Witneſs that without a Call offers himſelf to give Teſtimo- 
ny, as Dr. Walker did to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and in ſeve- 
ral Companies, is not approved by Concluf. 1 358. Nor he that pro- 
ſecutes his Teſtimony with Eagerneſs and Animoſity, for, Animoſe 
deponens ſuſpe{ms redditur. Conclul. 1368, 

Teſtis fibi contrarins non probat : DW. hath not only varied in his Te- 
ſtimony by increaſing his Evidence, but often contradiing of it. 

So that we may conclude with that Great Civilian, That Dr. 
Walker's Teſtimony ought not to prevail againſt the Teſtimony of 
ſo many comperent Witneſſes, becauſe he labours under ſo many 


Defedts. 

The Reſult of what I have written will be this : That 5. Wal: 
ker's (i and incoherent Evidence of what he pretends to have 
heard from Dr. Gaden, cannot deſerve any Credit againſt the Te- 
ſtimonies of ſo many Authentick Witneſſes of the Matter of FaR, 
as have given their Evidence for the King's being Author of the 
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"Fry Bama, nor conſequently of what he pretends he had from 
Major ——_ 1. Major Huntington. 2. Dr. Dillingbam. 3. Mr. 
Herbert. 4. Mr. Lever. 5. Sir fobn Brattle. 6. Mr. Wartaker, 7. Mc. 
Gifford. 8. Mr. Clifford. 9. Mr. Royfon. 10. Mr. Simmonds and his 
Wite. 11. Mr. Robert Hearne. 12. Mrs. Gauden. 13. Mr. Odert. 14. 
Dr. Fer. Taylor. 15. Dr. Earle. 16. Two Arch-biſhops of Armagh. 
17. Sir William Dugdale. 18. Mr. Milbourne. 19. Mrs. Keilegh, pro- 
duced by the Biſhop of Glocefter ; beſides thole collateral Witneſſes 
that corroborate their Teſtimonies : And I ſuppoſe the ſingle Evi- 
dence of one of theſe may out-weigh that of Dr.Walker, how much 
more the Verdi of ſo many Worthy and Reverend Perſons, in che 
Judgment of any Perſon, but ſuch as with Ludlow, have the Guile 
of that Royal Blood crying for Vengeance againſt chem, and will 
not be convinced that Regicide is a Sin? And though he be che 
only Survivor of that Barbarous Crew, and hath elcaped the Ju- 
{tice of Men, and glocieth in his Impenicency, ſhall receive che 
greater Condemnation, for the Royal Martyr's Sentence is moſt 
certain, That the ſevereft Vengeances of God are then ma#t accompliſhed, 
when Men are ſuffered to compleat their wicked Purpoſes, Ste his Mce- 
ditations on Death. 

It Dr IWalker who profeſt lo much Love to the Royal Martyr for 
kis Wiſdom and Piety, a Member of chat Church tor the Preſer- 
vation of which ia purſuance of his pious Reſolution to defend ic 
or make it his Tomb-ſtone, the King ſa:rificed his Liſe, hath (6 
ſhameleſly martyr'd him a ſecond time in his Effigics or Portrai- 
Qure, what wonder 13 it it his prot:fſed Enemics that hated kim 
as a King, to divide his Inhericance among them, ſhould perpetuate 
their immorecal Hatred againſt hi n, in h»pe to regain that pare of 
his and the Churcli's Inheritance which by the Hire of their Rehbel- 
lion, they had facr legiouſly purchaled. And if the confident Re- 
ports of Dr. Halker be found fo faulty, how incredibie is it that che 
lzte Libels written under the Name of Ludlow, a Regicide, ſhould 
have {Oo much appearance of Truth or ſhadow of Honelty as to Gde- 
lerve any other Cont:tation, than what was long ſince due to their 
Auchors: Sure I am a few ſuch Accountants as the Doctor and Ld 
/-w would loon make the Kingdom become Bankrupr.

OW ſuppoſe all that hath hitherto been ſpoken to prove 
that the King, and not Dr. Gauden was the Author of 
the Book, be laid afide, and raken as non diftum, yet I 
ſuppole what may be produced, 1#, From conſiderati- 


N 


on of the K.'s Abilities towrite ſuch a Book. 2/y, From his Decla- 
ration, that he deſign'd to write it. 43/y, From his Teſtimony that 
he had done it. 4/y, From the CharaRers which may be obſer- 
ved in that Book of the Royal Author, which appear as plain as 
his Image and Superſcription on his Coin, and do as naturally own 
each other, as the Lwe doth the Lamb, will abundancly convince 


the 
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the Reader that it was the King's, and not Dr. Gazden's Work, for 
chough he be dead, yer he ſpeaks very intelligibly ro any that have 
had any knowledge of his Royal Eloquence: And this I ſhattprore, 
Firſt from his known Abilities to wrice ſuch a Book ; that his Ma- 
jelty was from his Childhood devoted to his Studies, and being of 
aquick Apprehenſion, did lay up a great Stock of Humane and Di- 
vine Knowledge. 

That you may not read the Teſtimonies of his Friends with Pre- 
judice, I ſhall firft ſhew you what Opinion his Adverſaries had of 
him, one of the moſt bitter I account Cooke, who (olicited againſt 
him at his Tryal, who in his Apology for their Proceeding againſt 
him, p. 35. ſays, He was well known to be a bard Student in bus young- 
er days : He bad more Learning and dexterity in State-aff airs undowbted- 
ly, than all the Kings mm Chriſtendom ; and for bu Parts, if they had 
bs ſanttified, be was another Soloman. 

The ſecond Teſtimony is that of Lilly, who in his Diſcourſe of 
Monarchy, or no Monarchy, (whom I mention not as an Afſtro- 
loger, but as a Man of Sence, that was an Obſerver of the Perſons 
and Actions of the Times,) he lays, That be bad ſingular Shill m 
Limning and Piftures, @ good Mathematician, not unskilfu! in Muſick, 
well read m Divinity, excellently is Hift ory, and no left in tbe Laws and 
Statutes of the Nation, of @ quick and ſharp ion, would write bu 
Mind fingularly well, m good Language and Stile ; be would 
a Dine berween Parties with great Readmeſi, and Meuthodize @ long 
Matter im (ew Lines; imſortuch that I bave heard Sir Robert Holborn 
oft ſay, He had a quicker Conception, and eaſier mnnderſtood a Canſe in 
Law, and with more Sharyneſi drove the Matter to a Head, than any of 
the Privy-Council 5 and when the King was not there, Sir Robert cared 
not to be there. He bad alſo among other ſpecial Gifts, the Gift of Pati- 
ewce, {o that be would bear out a Di/courſe without Interruption or 
Diſt aſte ; be bad a diſcerning Eye to judge of Men, and honeured the Ver- 
rwous 5 be was not at all groen to Luxury, but extream temperate in hb 
| Food and Apparel ; be would Argue Logically, and frame bus Arguments 
Artifictally, &Cc. 

tor which I may give an Inſtance in his Diſcourſe with Hender- 
ſam, who hath atlarge declared his Judgment of the King, afrer his 
Diſputation with him, it is at large in the Character of Charles the 
Firlt, in Dr. Holingworth, to this effeRt: I do declare to God and the 
World, That fince | had the Honour and Happineſs to Comver(e and Con- 
alt with bu Majeſty, eſpecially is Matters of Religion, that I found him 
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the mo#t Intelligent Man that ever [ foke with, as far beyond my Expre/- 
fim as Expciti ation: 1 profeſs that I was oft-times aſtoniſhed with the 
Quickmfs and Soliduty of bu Rea/mi and Replys, wwmadring bow among bis 
Sports and Recreation: be attained [o great Knowledge. 1 confeſs ingenicuſly, 
= [ was convincd in Conſcience, and knyw not bow to grve bim any 
reaſonable Satufattion 3 yet the Sweetneſi of bu Diſprſirton us ſuch, that 
whatever 1 ſaid was well taken : I muzt ſay that 1 neva met with any 
Difputant let be a King, and in Matters of jo vigh Concernment, of that 
mild and calm Temper, which convinced me mere to think that ſuch IWi/- 
dom and Moder ation could no: be without extramdinary meaſure of Druine 
Grace. I bad heard much of hu Carriage toward the Pruſfts in Spain, 
and that K. James told the D. of Buckingham, That be durit wenture 
bu Son Charles again all the Feſuits, be knowmg him to be ſo well 
grounded in the Proteſt ant Religion ; but could never believe it before I ob- 
jerved particularly by Devetion, which I mutt truly ſay was more than 
ordinary, and was obſerved by bim before bu Troubles ; twice a Day con- 
fantly Morning and Evening for an Hour's ſpace m prrvate, twice a Day 
before Dinner and Supper in publick, beſides Preaching s twice on the Sun- 
days, os TueſUays, and other extraordinary Times. | dare ſay, that if 
bu Advice bad been followed, all the Blood that « ſhed, and all the R apine 
committed, might have been prevented. 

The whole Confeflion of Mr. Henderſon, is confirmed in few 
words by Mr. Vines, who heard him di'puting a whole Day wich 
fifteen Commiſſioners and Counſellors, and tour Divines, eſpe- 
cially concerning Church - Affairs, on the Propoſitions ſence him, 
to their Conviction, who coming prejudiced againſt him as a Man 
of lender Parts, went away admiring how he became (o Learned, 
and prevailed wich their Maſters, that his Concethons might be vo- 
ted a Ground for a Treaty, which was vored to be with his Maje- 
i{ty's Honour, Safety, and Freedom ; the Succeſs whereof Cromwell 
teared, and forelaw, for he charged fuch of the Commiſſioners that 
he couly beſt confide in, to be caretul what Conceflions they made, 
tor he feared the King would be coo ſubtle for chem. But Mr. 
Vines, the moſt able of the Divines, rep2nted of his being deluded 
to ſuch unworthy Thoughts of the King, and gave him great Re- 
verence, and perſuaded others to do lo, ſaying, He was ſorry the 
King was no better underſtood, for be thoug bt him the beft Droine of a- 
ny Lay-men in England. And the Dilpute wich Henderſon, and this 
of the /{e of Wight, do ſufficiently manifeſt bis great Abilities and 
Vertues ; which were ſuch, that when a Diſpute arSſe in favour of 
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Cromwell , Whether s King or no King ? Henry Martyn told the Houle, 
If we muit have a King, we bad rather bawe kepe him , (i. e.) King 
Charles , than any Gentleman im the Nation. And others laid, If be 
had not been born to be a King, no Man deſeryed it better. 50 that by 
the Conteflion of his Enemies, his greateſt Faule was, that he was 
born to be a King, and that God had anointed him above his Fel- 
lows. 

Theſe great and good Qualiciesof his Majeſty made his Enemies 
ſo averke trom imbracing tis ofren renewed Solicications for Trea- 
ties of Peace, cl{pecially when he defired a Perfonal Treaty, for the 
could not but oblerve, how by ſtrength of Reaſon, and Meeknels, 
and Piety of Converſation: He made Profclites of ſuch as had the 
Happine(s to converſe with hic, whoſe Prejudices and Prepoſle(- 
ſions he quite extinguiſhed, and made them more real Friends than 
they had been Enemies. 

Dr. Gauden his Letter to the Army on the behalf of the King, 
urgeth, That the King was renowned by ſcme of themſelves for the Great- 
meſs of bus Underſtanding , and many other Princely Vertues and Incompe- 
rable Endowments. 

Here I might enquire, 1. How well Dr. Gauden was qualified for 
this Work. And, 2. At what time he may be ſuppoſed to have 
begun and finiſhed ir, for he muſt be a Man of extraordinary Abi- 
litics, of great Experience, and diligent Inſpe&tion into the Polity 
and Intrigues of che Times, and one that wrote Memorials of chem 
while they were freſh in Memory, one that was deeply concern- 
cd in them, and atter long and mature Deliberation, d:geſted them : 
And who but the King was ſufficient for theſe things ? Dr. Gauden 
probably might have heard, as many did, that the King had begun 
ſuch Meditations ; and having luch an Opinion of his great Abili- 
ties, could not with any good Manners take the Work out of his 
hauds, But ſuppole the Door had been competently qualified for 
ſuch a Work, what time mighe be allowed for compleating of ſuch 
an incomparable Wor k ? Dr. Walker lays, He that would imitate a- 
mother's S'1le, ought to be well acquainted with it, and befow firit, (c- 
coud and third T boughts, And this ought to be done with greater 
Deliberation. where the Work is more difficult to be imicared by 
reaſon of its Excellency and PerfeRtion, and the Undertaker of a 
Genius agreeable to the Work: Ard if Dr. Gouden were a Cove- 
nanter, as Dr. Walker lays, it his Stile and Genius were luch in 48 
as. it was in Gr, if we hear r.ot of any Correſpondence between 
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him and the Royaliſts entil the time chat the Book was ordered fo: 
dg Prels by che Kang bimfcit, if atcer chat ir is ſuppoſed to be writ- 
KH by Dr. Gauden, it was tranicribed by Mr. Gord, and (ent to 
the King by the E. of Hertford, in November 48, atter which (ome: 
things were added by the King, it will appear chat ſuch a Book as 
this which for one that was a Stranger to the Subje& muſt be more 
than the Wo:k or one Year, eſpecially tor a Man not Culy qualifi- 
ed tor ic, as the King himſelf was confelled to be by Friends and 
Foes, tar bis Pen was incomparably the moſt Prince!y and beſt po- 
liſhed in his time, in the Council none reaſoned more like a Sena- 
tor, among the Lawyers as an Oracle, in the Camp like Ceſar, a- 
mong the Biſhops as a Conſftantme, in the __ as a Saint, on the 
Scaffald as an undaneed Martyr, who by his Arguments was more 
than Conqueror over them who overcame him by their brutiſh Va- 
lour and Arms; in a word, one of his greateſt Failings was the 
excels of his Clemency, diſtruſt of his own Judgment, and his eaſie 
Canceflions to his lubtile Adverſaries, co whoſe Importunicy he 
grazed lo much cill they had no more to ask, nor he to give, and 
lome of them were not aſhamed to provoke him the more becauſe 
they knew he had Charity enough to torgive them all ; and indeed 
he forgave them that could not forgive themſelves, fach as God 
hath ſaid he will not forgive, who continue to offend our of mali- 
cious Wickednels : Being ask'd of C. Hammond his Jaylor, What Re- 
gres hu Spirit bad ogaintt bs Enemies; he anſwered , 1 can forgive 
them, C l, with as an Appetite, as ever 1 eat my Meat after 
Hunting, and that ['l aſſure thee was no ſmall one. In his Medications 
on Death, he prays not ſo much that the bitter Cup of a violent 
Death may pals from him, as that of God's Wrath may paſs from 
all thoſe whole hands by delerting him were ſprinkled, or by a&- 
ing or conſenting to his were embrued with his Bloud. 
After theſe Acknowlodgements of his Enemies, it were as need- 
leſs as it is endleſs to ſum up the Teſtimonies of ſuch of his Friends 
as beſt knew him, and his Converſation, As, firſt, of his Father, 
who could well judge of his Proficiency in Learning and Piety ; of 
which I have given an account, Secondly, His Vertuous Brother 
Prince Henry, who perceiving how ſtudious and reſerved his Bro- 
ther was, took the Archbiſhop's Cap and pur it on his head, ſaying, 
If I be Charles, 1 will make thee Archbiſbep of Canterbury. 
At the Age of Thirteen, on Rafter-Munday 1613, he was ſtrialy 
examined in order to his Confirmation, by ewo Biſhops, A

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ſence of Dr. Hackwelt his Turor, to the great fatisfaRtion of them 
all 


He read and notetl ſeveral good Authors, and contracted their 
ments into a narrow” bur clear compaſs, ſuch as Hooker, Bp. 
;, and Archbiſhop La«d's Arguments againſt Fiſher the Je- 
ſuire, of which he made excellent ufe in his Difpuce with Henderſon 
at Newcef#le, and the Divines ſent to worry him at the I/te of Wighbr. 
Bur they that will not be perſuaded by what hath been alrea- 
faid, neither will they believe thongh one ſhould rife from the 
Dead, no nor then neither will chefe Infidels be perſwaded, for al- 
though as his Majeſty both prayed, and foretold God hath in greac 
Mercy granted the Royal Family and the Church which died 
with the Father and roſe again with the Son, a Reftaurarion moſt 
like eo a Reſarrection from the Dead, yer will they ror be perſuad- 
ed. Bur to prevent their ſeducing of others, F proceed, 2ly, to 
ſhew that the King did defign this Work, for although Dr. Walker 
that Dr. Gauden would excuſe his impoſing this Book on 
the World, by ſhewing the Title, and ſaying, No Man u{eth to 
draw bir own Piftare; yet we know that Ceſar did, and none bur 
Ceſar could write his own Commenraries ; fo did that great Em- 
rand Philoſopher Antoninw int that excellent Book De Seipfo, 
which Dr. Mere Caſaubon in bis Engliſhing that Book calleth his 
Meditations. And how uſual is it for great Merr to Diaries of 
their ſpecial AQions and Concerns, as Archbiſhop Loud did. 

Aﬀer which Examples the King may be preſumed to have done

Fowler prodnceth a fufficient Teſtimony that h= was 
convinced of his Majeſty's Piety and Innocence, by reaching his Me 
ditations, which made him lay down bis Commition, and become 
a Convert, as Major Huntingten had done before. 

In a Book call:4 ehe Py mcoly Pellican, printed 1649, ke. Amrthey 
gives us (as hc afhrms iv che Title-page ) ſatisfatory Rexfons thar he 
Sacred Majcity was the (ole Author ot the Book in queh inn, which he 
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wrote at the inſtance of ſeveral Perſons of Quality, who knew him 
to have been a conſtant Artender on his M y:fy's Perſon, againſt 
fach Refleion as had been publiſhed again(t choſe Divine Eſſays, 
and fuſt hetclls, us that the occaſion of them was, that the Parlia- 
ment had miſrepreſented him to his People, of which he complain- 
ed in theſe words, O that my Subjels knew the Integrity of my Heart 
towards them, and that as they could not ſee bu Heart, ſo neither would 
the Parliament permit bu Preſence to plead bus own Cauſe. But many 
odious, ſcurtilous,and treacherous Libels were publiſhed againſt kim, 
which yet he peruled with a modeſt Smile, ſaying, I mend to wipe 
off theſe with @ Spange of Truth ; it ſhall be my Tak at ſpare hours, and 
many ſuch it ſeems my Parliament wil! admit me, to undecerve my People, 
and to rettifie therr miſguided Fudgments, Thele were the grounds, 
ſays that Author, which induced his. Majeſty to this Work: After 
this the King in his Garden at Theoba/ds communicated this Deſign 
to lome of his Gentlemen of whoſe Abilities he was moſt confident, 
particularly that he would ſhew the Reaſon of his Receding from 
the Parliament, which he hoped would be to the full SatistaRtion 
of his Subjects, and of which he ſaid, That not one Line bad fallin 
tom bu Pen which be might not confirm with Honour, were it racked by 
never ſo rigid and uncharutable Conſtruttion. Then he told us, that a- 
nother Subje& of his writing ſhould be, The mo#t Faithful Servant 
and Incomparable State;-man that any Chriſtian Prince could rely upon ; 
one (laid he) whom I cannot without a pions and religious Sorrow re- 
member, condemning myſelf im nothing more than ſuffermg my Hand to 
thwart the Reſolution of my Heart, bawving ſo expreſly delvvered my 
Thoughts, and m /o publick a manner as beſides my own conſcienciow Fear 
which inceſſantly awaken'd me, the Relation of ſo ungratefſul an Ation 
cannet but in ſucceeding Times ſucceed big bly to my Diſhonewr. To which 
a Gentleman of his Privy-Chamber made an{wer, That this could 
not be rnputed to bu Majeſty, but to their Dotirinal Aſſurance, who 
maintained the Conventency of un. To which, with a deep Sigh, the 
King replied, Ir ts not ſafe for Princes to pm their Faith on Tumimg Pre- 
lates fleeves, their future account ſhall neuber leſſen my Guilt nor ſolve my 
Honowr. And when another Gentleman aid, Sir, If the ſence of 
that Action bave ſo frong an mfiurnce on your Thoughts, I bold tt a more 
Princely A& rather to cloſe them to lay open ſuch a Wound to your Fame. 
Oh no ! im no caſes, (Ned) laid his Majeſty, the way to cure Wounds 1; 
wot to cloſe but to diſcover them, rbey rankle by being cloſed before they be 
tured ; As for Princely Pollicy, I bold none better than ſincere Putty, it us

You thall ſeldom find the Genius of two Authors more differing 
than theſe of the King and the Door ; his Majeſty's Diſcourſes 
were exceeding rational and curt, but very convincing, and the 
Muacknels of his Expreflions infinuated -as Oyl to-mollifie the hard- 
eft Temper : By your Favear Sir , was his uſual Condeſcention in 
his Diſputes ; yea, even at his Tryal to Bradſbeaw : In every Para- 
graph of his there is as v4 @& and a þdiG, a great height of Realon 
and Contemplation to entertain the learned, and a great Plainneſs 
and Paciliry of Sence and Expreſſion; ſo that as Ce tyed the 
Seripenure, The Elephant may fwim, andthe Lamb wade chrough. 
Dr. #alker talked of peculiar Ex uled'by Dr.:Gavuden ih bis 
private Devotion, but names not one. T bog the Roade!'s Patience 
theretore to repeat a few of them im the Beok/lately-quoted, p. 10.

for Reformation. And p. 13. (peaking! of his Amaltisof the Cove- 


nant; he calks of rhe (olid weight and Divme Truth of that free 
and rational Analifis veid of , Popularity, Parrialiry, So- 
phiftry;” or Flarrery. P.-16. he ris 'his Adverſazics of their Caco- 
tomy, their Idolized Sacril-gious SeRors and iPalquil Orarory, the 
Atrocity of their Fats and Irapudidcitics, a B of Devotion, 
the Gorgow's Head, and Dovilot Moſcow, the Spirit of Almodeone, | c0- 
pardike Presbyrers, Taliſmanik Charms ; he callsthem Medicafters 
and oratry Empyricks, compares his rwo Oppotents to Sencho Pan 
cho and Don Quixet, with their Pickvant Dares and Lippiont Eyes, 
LHeards of good Wards; and Flocks of Figures. It is a wonder, as 
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others have obſerved, that if Dr. Gouden had. penacd that Book, 
that no ſuch Ex ons are found in it, 115/ aot one, when his 
Writings are ſtufc with Bombaſt, and Greek Words, and Latine Sen- 
tences, yea, with ſomeof his Peculiarities Dr. /#. calls them, ſuch 
as his Anal prift, Cacotomy, Impoſt arage, Borborues, Graſſant, Traculent, 
Bromtes, Fanto, Farrage, Paradoe, Semperuyve, Corboniit , Ecobolian, An- 
tulettical, Symoniack, Prevado, Offs and Buccoone, Cordoluumn, Eybialts, 
Parrheſy, Cecinmations, Diaboletro'13 and many luch other Expreflions 
which may deſerve an Explanation when Blum''s or Chamber lain's 
Dictionary of hard Words are next printed. How one (mall Book 
ſhoald abound wich ſuch Words, and Phralzs, and noc one of them 
in the King's Book, conſidering: hew tend the Doctor ſeems to be 
of them, is a probable Argument that the Door had no hand. in 
that Book. Beſides it is a wonder tothink, how Dr. Gauden at or 
before 48 ſhould be Maſter of ſo grave, ſignificant and polite Stile, 
and in the Year 61, ſhould when he was a Biſhop, ule luch an Ex- 
otick, Verbole and almoſt Barbarous Sctile ; this is another Argu- 
ment to convince that not Dr. Gawden but the King was che Author 
of that Book, 

If I ſhould trace all che Footſteps and Charatters of the King's 
and Superſcription, I mult cranicribe the whole, which is an 
exprefs Image of his Royal Soul, which as the Philoſophers lay of 
the Souls 4 ing the y 15, Tota in too & tota m qualibet pay- 
te; His humble Confeſſions, his ſolemn Appeals to God, his Vows 
and Reſolutions to perſevere in ſuffering any AMidtion rather than 
to break the Peace of his Conſcience, or be guilty of delerting the 
Church, -which be ſhewed to be dearer than, his Life.' He thac 
will find a Parallel to the Life and Writings ot our Royal Martyr, 
muſt aſcend to the Apoltolical and Primitive Times, for among 
all our Modern Examples if. there may be any one found. thee 
may be compared with him in any one Grace or Vertue, yet there 
is none that comes near him for all thoſe Graces which ſhined in 
him, as illuſtriouſly as the Sun doth above the other Luminaries; 
Where is there ſach an.inſtance of Congdeſcentian. arid Charity ta 
Enemies, of greater Love and Conltancy to his Friends, of Pati- 
ence and Submiſſion in AfMi&ion, of Humilicy and Devotion to 
God, of the Contempt of Death in its moſt cecrible Approaches, 
and dreadful Aſpect ? which would have aſtoniſhed and ſtu- 
pitied the Spirits of other Men, comforted and elcyared his Paſſage 

from a Crown of Thorns to a Crown of Glory. " 
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The next Argument to prove that the King was the Author of 
this Book, is the Teſtimony of thoſe ſeveral Perſons which were 
concerned in the Printing and Publiſhing of his Majeſty's Book ; 
and firſt I have this Teſtimony from Mr. Foby Norman, who was 
well acquainted with Mr. Royfow, when the Book was firſt publiſh- 
ed, who had it from Mr. Royfon's own mouth, wit. That there was 
Information given that ſuch @ Book was to be printed, and great. Endea- 
wvours were uſed to prevent it, but that be bad removed a Preſs at ſome 
diſt ance from the City to ſecure the Impreſſion ; which be did, and fpeedi 

ſbed it, not without ſome Hazard, there beg diligent Search 
in all the known Printers Houſes for it : but in-one night be cauſed ſever 
ral Hawkers to came to @ certam where the Books were delivered 
them, and they ſold abowe two theuſand Copies for the price of 15 8. each: 
That the Care and Charge which he wſed for conceeling the Impreſſion, cof 
bim ſome bundreds of Pounds, which notwithſtanding be was taken up 
on Suſpicion, and made a Priſoner, till after ſome time be bad bis Liberty 
2» giving 500). Bail. Now what cauled this great Care and Ex- 
pence in Mr. Roy#ew, but che Letter which he had formerly recei- 
ved from the King to prepare a Prels for ſome Papers which ſhould 
be ſent him? What cauſed fo great Endeavours to ſuppreſs them, 
but becauſe they were truly intormed that the King had of a long 
time been writing ſomewhat in Vindication of himſelf, and they 
Had a hint that it was then in the Preſs. Mr. Norman is an aged 

erſon well known in the City of Exon, and County of Devon. 

Ie will be too tedious to recite all the Teſtimonies of thoſe ſeve- 
ral Perlons who had a hand in Methodizing the looſe Papers, in 
Tranſcribing, and Publiſhing them in Print, as Sir Fobn Brattle 
and his Father, Mr. Odert, Me. Gifford, the Tranſcribers, Mr. Roy 
ſtop, Me. Simmond;, and others concerned in the Printing, whole 
Teſtjmonies baye, been produced, and are above all Exception: 
And yet his Majeſty's own Teſtimony, though he bore Witneſs of 
himſelf, is moſt material, for in that Letter to the Prince from the 
Ie of TWight,, which, I prelume none-could be ſo daring to write in 
his Majeſty's Name, ang publiſh it while he was living, and might 
have ſurvived much longer, and call the Queen his Wiſe, and the 
Prince his Son, and preſcribe Rules to him, he thus begins, Sen if 
thoſe Papers, with ſame others wherein 1 bave ſet down the private Refle- 
Hioms of my Conſcience, and my mo#t Impartial Thoughts touching the 
chief Paſſages which have been met} remarkable or diſÞuted in my late 
Troubles, come to your hands, to whom they are chiefly d, they ay

.ration of him, King Charles would not leave che World without gi- 
ving his Son whom he left in a Sea of Troubles, wichout ſome Di- 
re&ions, which he had learned _—_ Experience, how to ſteer 
his Courſe : And if this Letter be the King's, we have an Aﬀu- 
rance that the reſt of his Medirations were fo too, ro which che 
King refers the Prince for further Dire&ion. One inſtance I can- 
not omir, becauſe I think that'this being joyned wich chat of the 
-Lerrer ro the Prince, may, if well conſidered, pur an end to the 
Controverſie, it is the Anſwer which the King made to the Come 
miflioners in the 1/te of Wight, when they preft him co yizld co their 
Defires for the of Epiſcopacy in England. To which 
Dr. eye por por p. i rey all be could 
to ſave be Life, which might conſift with the ſaving of bu Soul. And 
being arged again, That bu Majeffy bad abcliſhed Epi is Scot- 
land. He anſwer'd, That it « mo Ples to fin again becauſe be Bad once 
finned in this kind, but rather to repent and do fo wo more. This An- 
{wer of the King's Dr. Gauden might have known in che Year 1661, 
when he quoted tt in Anti-Baal, p. 134. bur he could not know it 
fo early'as to place it in the middle of the "Er, if he had writ- 
ten that Beok, 'the"Chapter being the 15h vf that Book, was in 
all probability wrirten by the King ſome Years before, which was 
not known to the before that Book was printed; But the

More Inſtances may _be colleed from almoſt every Chapeer by 
the Judicious, to convince hin that nog Dy. Gauden byt the King 
was the Author of chat Book : I fuppoſe therefore that the King 
might inſert that Anſwer aſter he had given it to the CommitGo- 
ners at the Treaty, for evident it is, that the Title was altered af- 
ter the Book was in the Preſs by the King's order, on Dr. Taylor's 
Lettgr, which is another good Argument. That Dr. Gauden's ſhew- 
ing che Title ("£,x4r Baaan ) to evade the Fault of impoſing a 
Book of his own on the Nation in the King's Name, was a meer 
Fiction of Dr. Walker's ; tor the Book which was ſent to the Preſs 
had another Title, wiz. Safþiria Regalia: or, The Rojal Defence ; and 
was not altered until the Book yet, to be printed.

Weirds of a Heathen Philoſopher and Poet, unballow the Scriprare ? Doth 
not Mil:on confels that Book of dic Philip Sidney's is full of Wit and 
Worth ? And why might not a Chriſtian Prince colle& what is 
good out of a worthy Book of fuch a Religious Author, for Sir 
Philip Sidney was known to be a Man gfgreat Plety and Wiſdom, 
as well as of age and Wit: I haye heard that the Ping for 
his Recreation did divert himſelf by reading that Book, the beſt 
of irs kind then extant ; and he gid it with great Obſervation and 
good Improvement. Now which is more commendable, the King 
who made his very Recreations fubſervient to his Devotion, or 

thole 
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. thoſe Adverlaries of his that prophaned the Scriptures and theic 
Prayers with preaching up Rebellion, Curling the King, and vent- 
ing their Malice and bitter Paſſions againſt their Brethren? The 
King had great Examples for what he did, no lels than of our Sa- 
viour, who in the Inſticution of both Sacraments, and in compo- 
ſing the Form of Prayer for his Diſciples, made uſe both of the 
Matter and Words which were uled by theFews, adapting them to 
his Sacred Ordinances, that arc to continue till the World's end: 
And when Celſas objeed to St. Origen, That be could parallel moFt of 
our Saviour's Precepts with the Saying of ſome of bu Heathens ; Origen 
thought it a. great R: ndation of the Evangelical Pregeprs, 
that they To well ded with the Moral and Natural "Truchs 
which the Reaſon of Mankind gid approve of. Were the Few; 
ever blamed for Adorning the Temple wich the Riches and Spoil of 
egypt ? Did not Solomon borrow Materials and Architecks fron 
an Idolatrous King, to build the Temple of the True God ? God 
permitted his own People to do what the King (if he did ic) hath 
done : They might marry a Moabiriſh Woman that was a Captive, 
after her Purification by paring het Nails and ſhaving her Hair, 
and ſo ſhe became a Daughter of Siom. Ir is caſie ro colle& from 
ſuch Heathen as Seneca, M. Antonins Epiftetus, M. Thrias, &c. ſuch 
Peticions to their Unknown Gods, as might ſhame the haſty Ha- 
rangues of many who profels a more pertet Knowledge than o- 
chers of the True God. 

'Dr. Patrick in his Parable of the Pilgrim, written after the manner 
of a "Romance, hath ſaid more tb inſinuate Piery and Devotion to 
the Hearts of his Readers, than can be found in all the Sermons 
writ by Cromwel's and the Army-Chaplains, whoſe Preaching and 
Prayers were of Curling and Lies, as Dgvid expreſſerh ir,
